Have you ever wondered what foreign motocross riders 
thought of our tracks, our organization and our large purses? 
Or why, in Europe, a rider is paid money to show up to race 
but can win very little? So did we. So, in order to get some 
insight into the world of professional motocross, Cycle News 
decided to assemble a few of the best riders we could lay our 


hands on and sit down and rap. 


Our star cast of conversationalists was led by none other

than "Super Ref" John "Light Brown" Lancione, who acted 
as a spark to set the fires burning. Past World Champions 
Roger DeCoster and Hakan Andersson were present as well as 
1972 Trans-AMA Champion Ake Jonsson. Pierre Karsmakers, 
the well spoken Dutchman who has been both Dutch and 
American National Champion, rounded out the foreign contin-

gent. The remaining two slots were filled by past and present 


Open National Champions Brad Lackey and Jimmy Weinert. 





CN: Why turn professional? There are 
many other occupations that are less 
demanding and conceivably more 
rewarding. 


RD: I find motocross a fantastic life. 
You can make your living by doing your 
hobby. It’s that way in almost all kinds 
of sport. If it’s your favorite thing and 
you can make your living at it, what 
more can you want? 


CN: That sounds great,but there is still a 
business end to the sport. What about 
that? 

RD: Those are usually the things that 
you like least about racing. The easiest 
part of it is Sunday and the race. It’s the 
nicest part. There are other things, like 
people you must be nice to even when 
you don’t feel like being nice or times 
when you want to be alone before the 
start and people ask for autographs, that 
are what must be done. They are things 
that come with racing. 


CN: Europe is the center of motocross, 
yet at present the bike market is heavily 
centered in the U.S. Does that mean 
that in the future that there will be a 
switch from Europe to America because 
of business factors? 

PK: I hope not. Motocross will always 





be better in Europe even if the Japanese 
manufacturers put a lot more effort into 
the countries that have a bigger market. 
I think motocross is a sport that will 
always be there; even if there is not a lot 
of money to be made. 

RD: I like racing and that’s the basic 
reason I’m here. I could make fairly 
good money racing in Europe or 
elsewhere. Of course for the factory it is 
more interesting to have their riders 
here because almost 80% of the world 
bike market (motocross) is here in 
America. If I said that I wanted to race 
in South Africa or somewhere the 
factory would send me a bike and spare 
parts but they wouldn’t put as much 
effort into it as they would racing here. 
JL: I don’t believe we could ever 
approach the color of European 
motocross. There are just a lot of things 
that make a European motocross 
“special” that could not exist here. 

CN: It seems that a foreign rider can't 
make that much money by racing the 
Trans-AMA series or any other 
international event for that matter since 
our government gets a 30% cut off the 
top for tax purposes. (This is also true 
in AMA-FIM sanctioned road races 
where foreign competitors are racing.) 





Could you explain a little about it 
John? 

JL: I don't completely agree with this 
tax thing. The AMA withholds the 30% 
and then the rider can file a tax return 
listing his expenses and possibly get 


back a good deal of the money withheld. 


In a case like Roger or Hakan or Ake 
who I doubt have too many real 
expenses (for tax purposes) that 
percentage is pretty well gone. There is 
also some controversy as to whether 
that money actually has to be withheld 
at all if you are employed by a foreign 
corporation and work here. 

BL: I think if the purses were a lot 
higher and they took the 30% no one 
would be complaining. 


JL: No matter how much you make, if 
someone takes 30% of it, it’s still 30%. 


PK: Roger, don't you have to pay taxes 
in Belgium? 

RD: Yes, but not on your gross income. 
CN: Brad, do they catch you for a piece 
of the purse money that you get in the 
GPs? 

BL: No, but you don't get away with 
anything. It always seems to cost you 
some money even if you place good in a 
race. They pay you in the currency of

the country so that you really have to 
spend it there before you leave. 

CN: Purse structures are a lot different 
in Europe than here. You make a very 
large portion of your money for 
appearing with a small purse while here 
we must race to make any money. 

RD: The amount of money you get is 
dependent upon past performance and 
also if you are an up and coming rider. 
If you have a “name.” It depends upon 
yourself to get the money though, if 
you are good and do not ask for 
anything you will not get anything. In 
Belgium the promoters have gotten 
together and made a grading list to put a 
price on every rider; they put you into 
different categories and they stick to 
that list. 

CN: Then if you have a good reputation 
and are a good bargainer you should get 
good start money? 

RD: Some riders have a manager or a 
financial secretary who does the actual 
bargaining for the rider; some of them 
will take care of 15 or 20 riders. In the 
beginning it is very difficult to get any 
money because everybody wants to 
start the race. You don't make any 
money at those early races until you 
have a reputation. 

CN: What about you Brad? You were a 
full time GP rider this year. 

BL: I waited too long to get my entries 
in at the beginning of the season. At the 
early international races everybody 
wants to ride to get in shape for the GP 
season and it's pretty hard to get a start 
if you're not a known rider. Sometimes 
not even the top riders get a spot 
because there are a lot of Belgians (the 
motocross season for international races 
usually starts in Belgium) riding and 
they only take 20 other riders. I finally 
got entered in a few and I had a 
manager doing my work; I made about 
$100 start money. The thing is that if 
you don't place well then your money 
won't go up. I guess during the last part 
of the season when I was finishing in the 
top 10 that I was getting a good deal 
more but still not getting rich. 

CN: Must you make your commitmer’

to the races well ahead of time so that a 
promoter may use your name for 
advertising purposes? 

RD: Usually I do all my contracts about 
six months ahead of time. In the 
National Championship events we are 
not free to go or not to go unless we are 
injured or something. Usually some 
promoters will take some advantage of 
the situation and give you the minimum 
since you must be there anyhow. You 
see if you don’t place in the top three in 
the National grading list then you are 
not eligible to contest the World 
Championships for your country. 

CN: That's an interesting point that I 
want to get back to. Pierre, you've been 
exposed to racing on both sides of the 
ocean,what are your feelings? 

PK: Like Roger says, you arrange your 
contracts sometimes six months ahead 
and that's what I kind of did myself. I 
had a manager in Europe for awhile but 
I wasn't really satisfied with him 
because I found out that there were a 
lot of ways for those guys to make easy 
money off the rider. I began to do my 
own negotiating; it hurt me sometimes 
but, I think, most times it helped me. 
Sometimes though it is good to have a 
manager because he will be friends with 
the promoter and could get you more 
than by your own bargaining. 


RD: A certain rider can be worth much 
more or be a crowd draw to one 
promoter more than to another. If you 
are popular in one area you may not 
command a following in another. Local 
riders, if they are very good or very hot 
at a certain time, can command a good 
crowd. 

CN: Does the FIM ever enter into the 
negotiations? 

PK: No. It would be very hard for the 
FIM to govern it because there are 
many, many events on any given 
weekend all over Europe. For the FIM 
to get all the National Federations 
together would take too much work to 
realize. 

CN: Do you feel the start money system 
versus the large purse system is better or 
worse?

RD: For me I like the European system 
better because Ithink it's safer as far as 
racing. When you have a big prize (in 
the US) but no guarantee, the riders

seem to risk much more and ride that 
much harder to win, In Europe, certain 
riders race good in the championship 
races but take it easy in other races. 
There's good and bad in both systems. 
CN: How about you, Jim? Would you 
rather get your money in front or race 
for it? 

JW: I think the way we have it here is 
going to make better riders because you 
have to go fast in order to make enough 
moncy to get to the next race. I think 
it’s safe. Of course, there are times when 
you have to deal with “crazy” riders 
like in the big bucks events but, if you 
avoid them for the first few laps, they 
tend to take care of themselves. If 
you're a smart rider you stay away from 
them and be careful. 

CN: John, what's your view from the 
AMA end? 

JL: I agree with Roger’s view in many 
respects; there are good points for both 
systems. I tend to think that our guys 
would take advantage of a bad day 
when they could collect their start 
money and sort of sit back and watch 
the race because it would be easier. One 
thing to realize is that I doubt if we are

going to see any dramatic increases in 
purse money in the near future. Now, if 
we are going to start to pay start money 
there is only one basic place for those 
dollars to come from and that's the 
purses we're paying now. | don’t believe 
the good riders or even the poor riders 
are willing to see the purses reduced in 
order to pay a few guys decent start 
money or to pay everyone a minimum 
amount to cover some expenses. 

PK: I think if they change the structure 
in America to start money that it would 
really hurt motocross. 

JW: I think that the purses should have 
more money towards the top spots. 

JL: The reason for the prize money 
distribution is, frankly, in years past if 
you looked on the results, the 
Americans began to show around fifth, 
sixth, seventh place and they balanced 
out the field — so the prize money was 
purposely made heavy through the 
middle so our guys would go home with 
some of it. Now our guys are winning 
occasionally. Jimmy won Houston last 
year — and they are finishing in the top 
three. They're finding out what has 
been a fact right along; it's not that 
sweet financially to win a Trans-AMA. 
We still owe to the theory that we want 
to pay as many guys as possible. We pay 
20 places; it may only add up to only 
$140 for last place but at least it's 
something. 

PK: Which is fair I think, because 
normally the top 10 riders have some 
type of factory sponsorship. If you 
want to keep interest in the races, the 
privateers or semi sponsored guys must 
make some money for their expenses or 
they won’t show up next week. 

CN: A grading system of riders was 
mentioned before. Could someone 
explain it? 

RD: Since so many riders want to ride 
in the GPs it is necessary to have a 
system for choosing the riders. You 
must finish in the top 3 in your class in 
the National Championship in order to 
be allowed to compete in the GPs for 
the following season. It is that simple. 
CN: Is it the same in Sweden, Hakan?

HA: Yes, I must also finish in the top 
three in the Swedish National 
Championships. 

AJ: We must ride in the Nationals as 
well as any team(Motocross or Trophee 
des Nations) that we are chosen for. 
HA: I think it is a good thing. 

CN: We don't really have anything to 
compare to that since the AMA doesn't 
direct riders to events that they must 
ride. 

JL: We don't make our guys ride 
anywhere. I think what they are doing 
in Europe is nice, but it wouldn't work 
here. We've got an awfully big country 
here and I don't see where the idea 
would be practical. 

RD: Also, you don't have as many 
riders wanting to go to the GPs as we do 
in Belgium. 

JL: That's true. If our two GP riders 
(Jim Pomeroy and Brad Lackey) were 
to race in the US, they would definitely 
Championships. Their ability would 
place them at the top, but if we had five 
or six riders who wanted to go to 
Europe then we might have a problem. 
And I don't know what the answer 
would be. I think we could make the 
proper decision for a couple of guys, 
maybe three, maybe four, but after that 
it would be hard to decide. You’ve got 
to weed them out and send only the 
very best to represent us. Another point 
is that the European riders have a pretty 
exclusive club and have to go through a 
rigorous procedure before you can even 
apply for an international license. 

CN: Just what is the procedure for 
advancement so that a rider can 
compete in a GP? 

GROUP: If you are interested in 
competing you start out as a Junior 
(explained as a person who buys a bike 
and immediately thinks of himself as a 
world beater). If you are good and 
finish in the top three in that class’s 
standings for the year, then you will 
move up to Senior status. There the 
procedure is about the same with the 
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oing Half-Hawg into speedway racing

It's one of those “They said it couldn't be done" 
projects, but as the crew at Jim Wismer’s 
Harley-Davidson Westminster contemplated mechanic 
Denis Porter’s Jawa/ESO speedway bike, the feeling 
grew — they could do it: cut a 1000cc Sportster 
engine in half and make it fit in the speedway frame. 
Even (fingers crossed) provide a competitive 
American-built alternative speedway power unit. Far 
out idea? Maybe, but this shop is no stranger to far 
out projects. They set up Larry Bornhurst's Baja 
record Sportster last year. 

They had a 1973 Sportster engine, and shop owner 
Wismer decided "hang the cost, let's do it." After 
months of planning, trial fitting, parts matching and 
careful machining, their “impossible project” looks as 
if it were designed that way. Getting there was half 
the fun. Here's how: 


Engine 

Burkhardt Engineering did the case cutting and 
heavy machining, taking away the gearbox casing and 
everything aft of the rear crankcase wall. The rear 
cylinder is gone, and the front cylinder operates with 
a rear rod, using a center spacer in the split big-end. 
An MC  10.5:1 forged piston tops off the 
reciprocating pieces. 

Weldcraft relocated the intake tract to place the 
carburetor on the left side, and Denis Porter made a 
flange to accept an S & S drag bike carb that is little 
more than a humongous velocity stack with a 
butterfly valve and a float bowl attached. Tuner Tim 
Marks expects to run about 2076 nitro in a methanol 
base with this carb. “It would be possible to run 90% 
nitro through this thing,” he says, “but that would be 
cheating a bit...” 

Jerry Branch did the final chamber shaping on the 
heads. The valve train is off-shelf, XLR valves, 
Burkhardt Engineering pushrods, and a Sifton camset, 
using two of four lobes. The rear cam drives are still 
functional — the rear intake cam drives the magneto 
(a turned-around Sportster unit with a modified 
baseplate, single rotor and single lead cap), while the 
rear exhaust camdrive is filled with classified material. 
Tim Marks isn’t letting on how he modified, blanked 
off and re-routed the Sportster’s lubrication and 
breathing passages. It’s his secret of making the 
V-twin work like a single without pumping all its oil 
overboard. Oil is recirculated through the frame. 





“None of that polluting total-loss for us,” says 
shopowner Wismer. 

Edelbrock lightened and re-balanced the crankshaft 
to 60% of reciprocating weight. The crew has had 
several flywheel sets made up in different weights to 
tailor power delivery for different track conditions. 

Of course, a special blanking plate had to be made 
for the rear cylinder hole (it carries two breathers 
with Filtron sock type filters). Both cam drive side 
and primary drive side covers are special items. 
Fitting and gearing 

Denis Porter (who will ride the bike in Division 
Two next season) made up a set of engine plates to 
carry the engine and the Jawa gearbox in a rigid unit. 
The crankshaft end is splined for a floating Jawa drive

hub, so that the Jawa primary sprocket sets can be 
used. This was done to take advantage of available 
quick-change gearing. A Sportster chain shoe controls 
primary chain tension, so the gearbox can be 
mounted rigidly (adding to the frame stiffness) and so 
primary gearing can be changed without disturbing 
the rear chain. “We figure with this set-up, we can 
change gearing faster than anybody,” Denis says. 
“Plus with the gearbox rigid in the frame, we don’t 
have chain drive power losses due to frame flexing.” 
There’s a head brace for added engine support and 
rigidity. 

When Cycle News viewed it, the project was 
virtually complete, with a couple of trial runs already

on the engine. Yet to finish. the primary chain shoe, 
some mods to the primary casecover, a rider’s leg 
shield (if needed) and a spray shield to guard the 
carburetor air horn. 

It fired up quickly in the shop parking lot, and 
with Denis aboard, grinning ear-to-ear, it came on as a 
smooth and strong runner. Extensive track testing is 
still to come. 

The greatest plans of mice and men... 

“We had hoped to get it ready to run the Ascot 
half-mile, but now we've got all winter to de-bug it 
and get it right." Even with the waiting to get all the 
needed parts together, Jim Wismer is stoked, as is the 
rest of the crew: rider Denis, tuner Tim, and pitman 
Joe ODay. 

Denis is hot to try it out next season. He’s had 
several good seasons of Class “C” style racing at 
Corona, and figures speedway ought to be a blast. 

Tim is enthusiastic about the horsepower potential. 
“There’s no way that the ESOs can run the size valves 
we can, or the size carb, and they haven’t got as good 
a chamber design as we have. I’ve been through the 
Jawa — it’s a good engine, but it’s limited.” 

Wismer, who has bankrolled the project to the tune 
of some $4000, feels that if the hacksaw Single 
proves competitive, he'll get his money back. 
“Burkhardt has already developed production tooling 
while they were doing this one, so if anything broke, 
we could be repaired and out next week. We can, if 
we want, make up a basic kit so a customer can set 
one up to his own specs." He's stoked on the idea of 
a market for an American-made speedway engine (a 
"Buy American" fervor pervades the whole shop, 
naturally). Since much of the equipment they've used 
takes advantage of the existing network of drag bike 
parts suppliers, limited production is not as blue-sky 
as it would seem. 

With help and advice from Ed Schafer at Speedway 
Research and Specialties, they've got a way to go in 
learning to make the bike competitive. The 
iron-barrel engine is significantly heavier than the 
ESO, weight distribution will be different, 
top-hamper will be different, and its handling 
responses will have to be learned from scratch. 

Keep an eye on the Division Two tracks around 
Southern California for the racing debut of this 
interesting and ambitious project bike. Their learning 
process may be long — painful even — but it will 
never be dull. Not for this crew. Their kind of 
enthusiasm doesn't come easy. e

CaEsAr was ambitious

RANDSBURG, CAL., DEC. 14-15 


The Last Chance Enduro was an 
ambitious project. The California 
Enduro Association is a club with 
only 10 active members, but they 


staged an enduro that was two 
days long and covered 236 miles, 
much of it in new, or at least 
fresh, territory. They also insti- 
tuted a class for “C” riders. 


The notion of a “C” rider class is not 
new. It's been proposed every year or so 
for the past 10, but District 37 has 
steadfastly resisted the notion until just 
recently when it became painfully 


Don't ask me how, but one second after | snapped this one the guy 
almost ran over me. I’m not sure what the other two guys were doing. 
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obvious that unless something was done 
to encourage new riders, the District 
enduros were going to follow the 
time-honored tracks of Catalina and Big 
Bear into oblivion. The announcement 
of a “C” class had an immediate effect. 
The CEA had about 410 entries for its 
two-day event as opposed to about 230 
for the last District enduro. About 51%, 
including “‘C” and Sunday-Only riders, 
finished. 

The “C” riders rode the first loop 
each day, a distance of about 62 miles, 
over terrain that was neither very easy 
nor impossible. From what I saw of it, I 
would say it was slightly more difficult 
than the average second loop of a family 
enduro. The schedules, however, were 
not in any way designed for '*C" riders 
and in fact several “A” riders told me 


that they had to really hustle to keep on 
time. 

The course went in a generally 
west-southwest direction from the pits 
just outside-of Randsburg toward the 
Rand Mountains and back again. The 
loop was the same both days but was 
ridden backwards on Sunday. 

The second loop was designated as 
only for “B” and “A” riders and it was 
on this loop that things went slightly 
wrong. This loop was about 62 miles 
long and nobody could hold the 
schedule. I came close to getting a 
universal quotation: “It was a great hare 
and hound.” à 

In setting the schedules the club 
made three mistakes. First, they rode 
the course two weeks ago, when it was 
set. With excellent traction and no dust,

they could go pretty fast. They assumed 
(or hoped) that the conditions would be 
the same the day of the event. 

Next, they didn't attempt to ride at 
the schedule speed, but rather took the 
total time it required one of them to 
ride a section and divided it into the 
distance between the checks to get an 
average. This procedure gives a higher 
average than the competitor can 
maintain. 

Lastly, their calibrating speedometer 
was off in a direction which made the 
real speed to be averaged higher than 
the "paper" speed, according to Bob 
Steffan. 

Since this club has some of the most 
experienced people in the desert doing 
the layout and something of a 
reputation for laying out ‘‘ego-trip” 
enduros, one finds their claim of “‘slight 
error in judgement" requires arduous 
mastication. 

The course marking, as far as I can 
determine from talking to the better 
riders and what I rode of it myself, was 
probably adequate — barely. Quite a 
number of riders got lost including Jay 
Tullis’ entire Honda team and Mike 
Adams from the Penton team. The 
Bultaco team of Steffan, Hoffer and 
Hannon missed some turns but didn't 
get badly lost. None of the riders with 
whom I talked regarded the danger 
marking as adequate. First, there just 
wasn’t enough of it, especially 
considering the speeds required to 
maintain the averages. One arrow (all 
there was at this point) was kicked 
down and resulted in Stan Baldwin 


sailing, without warning, off a 12-foot 





embankment. He was hurt badly enough 
to have to quit the event, but not (as 
rumored) to require hospitalization. 
Many riders felt that the club simply 
didn’t dangermark the course in the 
second direction, the way it was ridden 
Sunday. 

The course was supposed to be the 
same both days but it wasn’t quite. On 
the second day the riders were routed 
down a hill that was hick-named the 

“elevator.” This was a very long hill, 
dropping 800 to 1000 feet in something 
less than half-a-mile. The first two 
hundred yards constituted one of the 
most dangerous things I've ever-seen in 
an enduro. The surface was loose, jagged 
rock, mostly baseball to bowling-ball 
size, and the hill was so loose and stee 
that it was almost impossible to walle 
up. 

The first two riders down were the 
CEA riders who were pre-riding the 
course. One of them fell several times 
getting down, and that set the pattern. 
At least 50 percent of the riders from 
then on fell at least once. Relatively few 
attempted to ride down and those who 
did were scary to watch because there 
was no semblance of control. Once a 
bike started rolling, it was going to 
accelerate to at least 40 mph unless it 
crashed. And the crashes, over the bars, 
down hill, into the rocks, were hard. 
Even the guys who bulldogged it (and 
lots of very good riders including Dave 
Evans did just that) took some bad 
spills. One guy slid about 50 feet while 
pinned under his bike. Another got his 
leg caught in the handlebar as the bike 
cartwheeled over him.

Boots of the Future - Today 


HECKEL 








I don't want to overstate the case. 
There were some riders, probably 15, 
who got down the hill without much 
trouble and even a few like Mike 
Hannon who did it with a fair amount 
of style. But it was a case where if you 
weren't skillful enough to ride it well, it 
was extremely dangerous to try it at all. 
And two thirds of the riders were B 
riders. To add to the problem, there was 
no Rescue group present at all. The club 
had an ambulance in the pits, but 
according to a club spokesman, no one 
had even considered what they were 
going to do if someone got seriously 
hurt on the hill. If someone had been 
hurt it would have taken a trained 
mountain crew or a helicopter to get 
him down to the road. 

Adding to the club's troubles was the 
fact that they managed to stray onto 
some 27 mies of BLM forbidden 
territory for which they have been 
served a citation. In the approximate 
words of the BLM ranger, they will be 
“charged so much for every mile, so 
much for every bush destroyed and for 
every lizard killed.” Since the CEA is a 
small club, this could well bankrupt 
them if the BLM decides to be really 
tough about it. 

With an additional class, and both 
one- and two-day winners, scoring is 
complicated and there are many 
winners, but at the moment Mike 
Hannon is the overall winner and the 
Class A Heavyweight winner. Hannon 
filed a protest which resulted in two 
checks being thrown out and the club 
threw out a third (of 23 total). With 
those alterations, Hannon had a score of 
-3. The Bultaco team of Bob Steffan, 
Mike Hannon and Gerry Hoffer took 
the team award. 

In second overall and first 250 A was 
Jerry Keast on a 250 Penton. He lost -4. 
A Trail was won by DKW rider Mike 
Wyrick. In the new “C” Class Tom 
Ryan won first overall and first 250 
with -2. G. Gennette won the 
Heavyweight Trophy in the "C" Class 
with -14. He rides a 360 Yamaha. C 
Trail and B Class winners are not known 
as of press time. 

This is a difficult run to evaluate. 
Without doubt the CEA did a good 
thing with their C Class. They also laid 
out an interesting run that riders for the 
most part enjoyed. However, 
considering that super-dangerous hill 
that their own club member couldn't 
ride and the schedule speeds that no one 
could hold, in the light of Dave 
Holeman’s letter entitled “Kill killer 
enduros,” riders could be forgiven if 
they got the idea that the CEA was 
playing games with them. “We are 
laying out the enduro for riders to finish 
on time and enjoy,” Holeman said. It 
wasn’t true. Ambition coupled with too 
much ego is a dangerous thing, as Caesar 
discovered. e. 


Overall winner Mike Hannon down 
the hill, and had very little room to 
spare. "Don't move!" he yelled at 
the fallen rider. Mike couldn't have 
stopped for Senor Bulto himself, 
but his steering was impeccable. 
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Cafe racer road rasher: 
media hype vs. reality 


I don't own a cafe racer. (My 
slightly dingy stock Yamaha 200 


with flat bars would be stretching 


the definition.) Yet I remember 


Crazy Ollie and myself, scratching 
through the Blue Ridge, Virginia 
mountains with leaves in our 
helmets from clipping the apex 
too close and bugs in our teeth from 
smiling a lot, him on his much-bent 
Honda Hawk with the flat bars, me on 
my brand new stock Suzuki X-6 
Hustler. It was a long time before “cafe 
racer” became popular currency — in 
fact I first heard the word a year after 
I'd traded my worn-out X-6 for a more 
practical Triumph TR6R, and two years 
after I'd been passed by my first 
Velocette Thruxton without being able 
to identify it. 

Then came motocross. And Baja. And 
choppers. Somehow a lonely legion of 
young/old men who had been thrashing 
about America's mountain roads on 
anything from  astonishingly quick, 
small Japanese bikes to astonishingly 
well-mannered European bikes (with an 
occasional Metralla for spice) quietly 
faded into the woodwork with the 
termites. I've not seen Crazy Ollie or 
Edensky the Mad Russian in years. 

The Great Federal Safety Crusade 
came and went, and with it another 
legion of lost and embittered sports car 
purists. Then the slicks re-discovered the 
English specialty shops, bursting Paul 
Dunstall on us like a starshell. Cycle 
re-discovered the Rock Store, and 
suddenly the Millenium was at hand. 
The Chopper is dead! Braking and good 
handling are restored! The King 
cometh! Hallelujah, Hallelujah! 

The hype started soon after. The 
choppergoodie makers frantically 
re-tooled to build cafe goodies, the 
trade press jumped on the bandwagon 
(sell, sell, sell!) and even Paul Dunstall 
wound up farming his production out to 
Italy and Taiwan to meet demands. 

And more hype. Good English 
equipment either dried up or went 
underground. Now everybody had to 
have a super tricked-out Japanese multi 
with a California paint job. Drag bike 
people and still more choppergoodie 
people got sucked into the 
“movement.” Yes, by now it was (still 
is) a trade/industry movement that's 
almost hysterical in its intensity (greed? 
Desperation?). 

Where's the reality to all this? What is 
this effervescent ‘‘cafe racer scene?” 
Griffith Park in Los Angeles, for 
instance. It’s a place with unspoken 





traditions older than I am. At 8:30 or 9 
am., the whole place seems empty. 
Shortly thereafter they begin showing 
up in ones, twos, threes. Some come 
wailing up the Observatory road in a full 
crouch, knee out as they hook the final 
uphill ess before the hairpin into the 
parking lot. Others come droning 
sedately up on a dressed-out tourer, or 
even a creampuff sidehack. Still others 
come wobbling up on grotesquely raked 
choppers, and some come thumping up 
on vintage English singles. The 
tourer/chopper folk park along the curb 
next to the snack bar, the racers line the 
opposite side of the street. Soon one 
hundred, two hundred people, 


sometimes more are there, drifting back 
and forth across the street, milling 
about, drinking coffee, talking, looking 
at each other's machinery. 

It's an  effervescent, constantly 
changing crowd. As the last latecomers 
trickle in, others leave. Some go for a 
circuit of the mountain and return, 
others go and do not return. Some are 
alone, some are in packs that form at a 
whim and scatter like raindrops. By 
noon, most have left. By mid-afternoon 
the park belongs to the tourists and the 
picnickers. You could go up to the 
Observatory and never suspect that 
hundreds of motorcycles had been here 
just hours ago. The cop who 
benevolently surveys this weird, colorful 
tribe from his parked car is gone, too. 
Until next Sunday. 


We've all gone. Our group of eight or . 


so is headed for the Rock Store by the 
long, scenic route. I'm on a test bike for 
the paper today. It’s big, fast and it 
handles, but it's a handful in the tight 
places. And most of the places these 
guys ride are tight. The Highway Patrol 
and the Sheriffs own the freeways and 
most of Mulholland Highway with its 
130 mph straights and 90 mph bends. 
Instinctively we go elsewhere — places 





where 100 mph might be seen on the 
clock for a fleeting second before 
shutting down. " 

My constant companion is a guy 
named Norton on a 350 Ducati. Though 
Ive. got him by over 500cc, I can only 
use that advantage maybe 15 seconds 
out of, every minute. He's fast, 
competent and smooth, plus the Duke is 
narrow in the cases and he doesn’t have 
to hang off like I do. In short, he’s a hell 
of a lot of fun to ride with. All these 
guys are — the faster ones strung out 
ahead of Norton and me, the slower 
ones behind. 

At stop signs and intersections we 
wait for everybody to catch up, count 
noses, and move out again. There’s a 
highway etiquette and an “Isle of Man” 
sort of self-discipline to these people, 
the way they hold their line, 
instinctively knowing the relative 
strengths and weaknesses of each others’ 
machines, waving each other by when 
appropriate, tucking down and 
slamming the gate on a corner when 
that’s appropriate, too — constantly 
reading the terrain, the occasional 
traffic and each other. Somehow the 
media hype ignored these guys. They 
were here before the hype started; they 'll 
be here when it's run its course and the 
anti-hype reaction sets in. 

In fact, the reaction has already 
started. I talk to people and they tell 
me, "you can hardly find good rearsets 
anywhere. Most of the stuff they're 
seling these days is overpriced trash." 
The candy racers mingle with the often 
cobby real racers at the Rock Store 
along with the tourers, the chopper 
folk, a few delectably full-bosomed 
chopper ladies and, of course, the cops. 
Somehow it's the candy racers that 
seem out of place. A stock 350 Honda 
Four with Boge shocks blows a pair of 
850 Moto-Guzzi Sports into the bushes. 
People crash. The ambulance comes, the 
ambulance goes. More cops get assigned 
to the area. 

A couple of moto-monthlies publish 
grossly distorted swipes at the excesses 
of the cafe fad in Southern California. I 
suspect the same guy wrote them, for 
the train of logic is nearly identical, and 
the same points are either distorted or 
overlooked. 

Again, where’s the reality? People 
have been killed, the market is flooded 
with junk, the traditional racer roads are 
crawling with cops and yo-yos on 
ill-conceived motorcycles who can’t ride. 
Yet Griffith Park and the Rock Store 
are still places where you can meet some 
of the most interesting and diverse 
people from all aspects of highway 
motorcycling. There are one or two 
people in this area who make and sell 
good equipment that’s aircraft quality 
throughout. (I won’t pump them by 
name; they don’t need the hype and we 
all know who they are. We’re content.) 

To the hysterical hyper-critics, I'll say 
that sore wrists and humped back are no 
worse manifestations of the enthusiast’s 
basic masochism than clouds of choking 
dust, bone-jarring whoop-dee-dos and 
lurking mine shafts are to the dirt biker. 
I suspect that the — big-bore, 
multi-cylinder candy racer of 1974/75 
will go the way of ape-hangers and spool 
front hubs. The purist's racers will 
evolve into simple, lightweight, 
two-stroke or four-stroke 350cc-500cc 
singles and twins by a Darwinian 
"survival of the fittest" progression. The 
purists themselves will always find 
someplace to play tag with the Basic 
Speed Law in unspoken kinship with 
those proud runners of untaxed whiskey 
who also believe they have a God-given 
right to do their thing. 

The multis and the candy racers will 
evolve into what Td call the “GT 
motorcycle" still styled in the cafe 
mode, but with glove pockets inside the 
fairing, usable luggage space in a false 
boot in the tank or in the tail section, 
full instrumentation, maybe a duct to 
deflect warm air from the engine to the 
dead space behind the fairing who 
knows what the possibilities are for a 
European-styled solo machine for 
touring in the grand manner? 

The best will survive, even if the end 
of the hype finds them back in the 
woodwork again. Who knows? Someday 
I may even see Crazy Ollie, one more 


time.

responded with enthusiasm and led it 
from start to finish. By the middle of 
the second loop he had a solid 
one-minute lead over Mark Adent and 
that's the way it stayed to the end.

On the first lap of the second loop 
Dennis McEvoy was just ahead of Bill 
Satlzman, but when Dennis went wide 
around a turn, Saltzman cut inside and 
took the lead for the next two laps.

Marty Smith showed up for a race 
about as ill-prepared as he has ever 
been and it cost him the overall 
125cc Pro class victory to the 
giant-killing young Tommy Croft 
at Saddleback Park Sunday. 

Smith, the National MX 
Champ, couldn't get a factory- 
prepared ride from his Honda sponsors 
so he had to put together a last minute 
machine which was obviously 
underpowered and under-prepared. It 
just didn’t have the steam, especially in 
the final moto when Marty’s expansion 
chamber broke off. Yet his talent 
helped him hang on to third overall. 

In contrast to Smith’s troubles was 
Croft’s stellar showing. Croft won both 
the 125cc and the 250cc Pro events 
overall against a huge field of nearly 30 
riders per class, making him the hottest 
rider on the West Coast. 

Tommy (Fra) won the first moto in 
each class, then settled back and held 
off his closest rivals in the next rounds 
to etch the triumph next to his name. 
In the 125 it was Bruce McDougal 
(Hon) who was prime contender with 
his victory in the final moto. But a 
fourth in round one held him at bay, 
whereas Smith finished with a 3-6 in 
third. 

The 250cc Pro was a brilliant contest 
in the initial faceoff with Ray Topham 
(Mai) holding the lead until the midway 
point of the final lap when Croft snuck 
by. Tommy had been working up slowly 
from about seventh when he made the 
kill. Morris Malone (Mai), a hot and cold 
rider this past year, was hot today and 
stashed away second spot overall thanks 
mainly to a win in the final race. And 
Bob Elliott (Hus), who has spent just 
about each weekend in the last few 
months getting better and faster, fought 
hard from behind to secure third overall 
with a fourth in the last event. 

Luke Messer (Mai), usually a top 
runner, saw his hopes for a 500cc Pro 
victory dashed early when his front 
brake locked up solid off a jump 
sending him tumbling to the ground in 
the first race. Then while again near the 
front in the next round, he watched 
grimly as his rear shock came off, 
destroying his suspension. 

It all left Doug Sherman (Mai) as the 
conquering hero again, sweeping both 
motos. His second, by about five 
seconds, is deceptive as at one point, 
with about four laps remaining, he led 
by some 29 seconds. He then got the 
word to cool it the rest of the race and 
cool it he did, losing as much as 10 
seconds of his lead over Bill Rubly (Mai) 
in one lap. Rubly, with two seconds, 
was the runnerup rider while Gene 
Martin (Mai), riding about as 
tenaciously as we’ve seen him this year, 








grabbed up third place bucks with a pair 
of the treys. 

Sherman’s win was his second in a 
row at the start of the 1975 CMC points 
season and if it is any indication, they 
leave him on top of the points race with 
a perfect total of 80. Croft is currently 
second with 79. And next year’s 
Number One Mike Bell? Well, he took a 
fourth in the 125cc Pros but got a 
bigger bonus during the day from the 
CMC as he picked up his money for a 
brand new van, his contingency for 
winning the Championship this year. @

Midway through the 350-Open 
Grand Prix the newest Team Kaw 
member, Jim Evans was 18 seconds ahead 
of the second place dice between

rounds, Evans lapped the leading 350s 
of Walt Foster and Rudy Galindo, 
finishing 25 seconds ahead of Roche. 


Foster and Galindo had been right 
behind Mike Parriott’s 987cc Yoshimura 
Kawasaki on the first lap when the 
engine blew. While Mike was struggling 
to keep the big Z-1 upright with both 
wheels locked, Foster and Galindo were 
treated to a generous spray of oil across 
their faceshields. Rudy elected to stay 
out on the course, while Walt slipped 
into the pits for a clean visor. Walt’s 
gamble paid off, however, as he caught

and passed the nearly blinded Galindo: 
three laps from the finish. 

Wally Karpynec led off the 125-200 
GP and 250 Production race with Dave 
Garoutte practically gnawing his rear 
tire. Dave inched ahead on the second 
lap, but surrendered the lead for good 
to Wally on the fourth lap. As Dave 
dropped slightly adrift, Ron Pierce 
sandwiched himself between the two on 
a borrowed 125 GP Yamaha. Glenn 
Billing (250 Yam) got the best of John 
Weed (125 Yam) in a race-long dice for 
fourth overall. 

Ron's 125cc class win gave him eight 
points to the 11 already scored by 
Galindo on (a)a 50cc ltal-Jet, (b)a 
water-cooled 350cc Yamaha, and (c)a 
200cc Campbell Suzuki. Their final 
chance to score points would be in the 
250 Grand Prix . . . next after the 350cc 
Production race. 

For the first time this season, 350 
points champion Bob Tigert was able to 
defeat Scott Clough at an LA. Chapter 
race (having won all the "Frisco races). 
Clough's arm had only recently been in 
a cast. Dale McCreary made up fora 
poor start by passing Fairway Yamaha 
teammate Wes Cooley two laps from the 
finish. Then on the last lap he passed 
the CMC 350 class champ Alan 
Gingerelli for fourth. Between these 
battling factions in a lonesome third 
place rode Bill Henry. 

Pierce and Galindo were joined by 34 
others for the start of the 250 Grand 
Prix. Pierce (H-D) led from the start 
followed by Roche (Glenn Yamaha), 
Foster (Denisen Yamaha), Jim Evans 
(350 Kaw), and Hoffman (Vesco 
Yamaha). Galindo's Posafuel Yamaha 
seized on the first lap from a suspected 
air leak and Rudy dejectedly watched 
Pierce lead the first five laps. Then on 
the sixth lap everything suddenly turned 
topsy-turvy as  Pierce's rear chain 
snapped. Evans also pitted and suddenly 
it was George Roche out in front of Bob 
Endicott, who had picked off a bunch 
of riders after a slow start. As this story 
is being written, the official point totals 
are not available, so we hear conflicting 
versions of who won -the overall 
championship. One version has Ron 
winning by a point, another shows 
Rudy winning by the same margin. 

Winner of the AFM’s 150-miler last 
month, Miles Rossteuscher (BMW), 
grabbed the lead in the Open 
Production race after Pierce's 900 BMW 
broke on the third lap. Cook Neilson 
(750 Duc) snatched second from Jim 
Lipanovich, and two laps later Mike 
Parriott moved Jim down another 
notch. Mike wasn't finished though, and 
his well-timed last lap charge saw him go 
ahead of Cook just before the finish. 

As the sun slipped below the horizon 
Miles went back out for the 10-mile 
Superstreet sprint race, and went 
wire-to-wire for the win. Second was 
Martin Seigel, who had crashed in the 
previous race. Fourth overall Robert 
Hynan (750 Kaw) won the Cafe class 
over a large collection of speedy street 
bikes. .

Jim West (Mai) had a perfect score happening. First Tripes dropped out, 
in the 500 Expert class as he 
grabbed the lead in the first turn 
in each of the two 20 minute motos and 
powered out to a 200 foot lead, then 
put on a show for the crowd with feet 
up power slides, and crossed up 
wheelies.

top two or three riders moving to 
international class. Once you enter the 
international class you can obtain your 
FIM license which allows you to race 
anywhere. You still must finish in the 
top three in National events if you are 
to contest the GP circuit. You must be 
the best in your class for four years to 
earn a place on the GP grading list . . . It 
takes tremendous desire to achieve a 
spot on the list and then you must earn 
your spot every year...I think it 
makes for a much more mature rider. 
CN: It sounds like what we're talking 
about is paying your dues. 

JL: Yea. That's where desire comes in. 
You realy have to want to be a 
professional in Europe. 

AJ: You have to learn to do all the 
work yourself. It's too easy here to get a 
bike. I think most American riders do 
not have a real interest in bikes and

riding. They don't work on the bikes 
they use. They just take them as they 
get them. It's too easy. 

PK: I know a lot of American riders 
who don't even know how a spark plug 
works; that is possible because some get 
a sponsor so fast. All they do is worry 
about their own physical condition. Will 
that eventually make a better rider? I 
don't think so. A rider must know what 
goes on inside the engine, how the 
shocks and suspension work; that is 
what will eventually make a better rider. 
RD: You must give Brad Lackey a lot of 
credit because he could make much 
more money racing in the U.S. than he 
did in Europe. He has gone over for 
three seasons now just to get experience 
and I hope it will end up good for him 
because he deserves it. I feel a part of 
the problem is that American riders 
have no heroes to look up to as we do 
and did in Europe; there are no Rolf 
Tibblins or Torsten Hallmans in 
America for the young rider to say “Pda 
like to be like him some day”. I think 
that the day an American wins a World 
Championship there will be much more 
interest for young riders. 

CN: The GP riders formed a riders’ 
association in 1973. Why? 

RD: The idea was to give the riders 
some representation. Usually the riders 
will not stick together; one rider would 
complain about the track conditions or 
dust but there would be no solid effort. 
At the Austrian GP, (The GP was run 
after the course was cleared of snow and 
most of the riders boycotted the event; 
however GP points were still awarded to 
the riders~mainly those from 
communist countries-who had no 
choice but to ride.) we proved that 
almost all riders could stick together. It 
happened at another race also. With the 
riders’ association I think we have a 
little more voice with the organizer and 
with the FIM. The FIM allowed a rider 





representative to attend a meeting 
earlier this year in Geneva which is a 
first. Also we seem to be getting some 
response from the promoters who are 
listening to us. What we need to do is 
get more organized and get a full time 
secretary so we could do much more. 
We do pretty good, though. (Gerrit 
Wolsink, president and rider 
representative to the Geneva meeting 
was in Japan when the discussion was 
taped. When he was questioned the 
following week Wolsink stated he felt 
that the riders association was making a 
good deal of progress but that there was 
still a lot to be done.) 

CN: Do you think it would be a good 
idea to have rider association in the 
U.S.? 

PK: No. We have a pretty good say 
already in the AMA. I don't think we 
have a communication problem here 
like they have in Europe. 

JW: We don't really have any problems. 
JL: The AMA riders don't really need 
an association. Once in a while we 
officials lose sight of what's important 
and what isn't. Then we need a 
reminder, but I don't think we need a 
continuous formal reminder like they 
do in Europe. 

PK: The referee here knows all the 
riders, but in Europe every week the 
race is in a different country. It 
becomes impossible for a referee to 
know the riders so there is a distance 
between the riders and the officials. 
RD: I think the communication 
between the rider and the referee in the 
AMA is a good thing. Our problem 
stems from always racing in a different 
country with a different language and a 
different referee. They are usually older 
people who have raced once themselves 
30 years ago and, if you tell them about 
the conditions and to change them, they 
say "I was racing and organizing long 
ago and you've been in it only a short 
time. You don't tell me anything 
because I know better than you'" 

CN: I can see a lack of communication 
there alright. Just how much do track 
conditions vary between here and 
Europe? 

GROUP: Most of the tracks here they 
make too easy.... They make them for 
the spectator. . . .They are too smooth. . 
. . In Europe you race on anything. 
They would make you race off buildings 
if they could work them into the 
course. . . .Some of our courses are bad 
and dangerous. 

BL: There are some good tracks in the 
U.S. but I don't get as excited here as I 
do racing on a good, tough and 
demanding track in Europe. 

CN: It seems that we make most of our 
tracks for the spectator and not for the 
rider. 

JW: Yes. Right now we have to make 
the tracks for the spectator because 
that's where we are getting our money. I 
think gradually we can get away from 
that but, for the immediate future, we 
will have to stay that way. 

PK: The promoter knows that he has to 
put on a show for the spectators or he'll 
be out of business next year. I agree the 
spectators should get a show, but there 
is no need to take all the bumps away 
and make it a TT. I'm sure that if most 
tracks were natural like (Unadilla) New 
York that the spectators would like 
them. 

JL: Look at the popularity of the 
Superbowl and Daytona. They're pure 
spectator shows. 

CN: We agree we have to sell the 
spectators on the sport; but is stadium 
MX the coming thing? 





JL: No. I think from our standpoint we 
tend to exploit stadium MX. We 
recognize that they are valid racing 
events, but we don't pretend that they 
are motocross. We think they are more 
of a circus than that, but there is a place 
for them. They expose the sport to a lot 
of people who would not normally be 
seeing it and that is the function that I 
see them serving. If we expose enough 
people to the sport, then we can turn 
them on to the pure form and get them 
to where they will wander around a real 
track to watch and understand what's 


going on. 
CN: It seems that the stadium 
extravaganzas tend to be somewhat 


unsafe especially when you have a full 
field of riders competing. 

RD: I think it is very hard to make a 
good artificial track. Especially when it 
is to be used only once. It costs much 
money to build and then you have to 
add fencing and all the necessary things. 


JL: After requests from a lot of the 
riders we took the points (Inter-AMA, 
Trans-AMA or National) away from 
those events because we don't pretend 
that they are actually a real motocross. 
They are a good selling job of the sport 
and they pay a lot of money and reward 
you if you're lucky. 

CN: Do the Federations in Europe have 
enough power to regulate tracks and 
promoters? 

RD: First of all you must understand 
that in Belgium and in most countries in 
Europe that an individual can not 
organize a race; you must be a chartered 
club. To have an international race you 
must have organized events for three 
years. A referee has the power to say a 
gate is not high enough or other things 
but, in nine chances of ten, he won't 
because he belongs to another club and 
someday someone from this promoting 
club will be at his club's race. It's too 
many double functions. 


CN: Does having a club promote events 
make for a stronger organization? 

RD: No, I think the American way is 
better. You must have some regulations, 
though, and someone to apply them. 
JL: We've got the rules and the hammer 
to apply them. It's just a matter of 
doing it. 

CN: It appears that quite often a good 
facility will not get a sanction while a 
poorer one will. 

JL: We just finished with the 
Professional Rules Committee meetings 
and after checking the applications for 
next year’s races I believe that no onc 
who had a good track went wanting. 
There are a lot of pie-in-the-sky people 
there; ones who are going to do this and 
that and very few of them got events, at 
least not the big races. We operate on a 
theory of giving them a qualifier and 
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seeing how they handle that; then we go 
from there. In Europe they have had 


many years to organize races. Here 
we're just starting and it's getting pretty 
difficult to come up with eight or nine 
good tracks for a series and getting them 
spread throughout the U.S. 

JW: You can't make everyone happy, 
but I think that the majority of the 
races that I’ve run this year were pretty 
good. Then, of course, there was Utah. 
PK: Also, if you have a club behind the 
event, you have a lot more hands that 
can help you. One promoter only has 
two hands so he has to buy his help. 

JL: That is a problem that many 
promoters cry about; the large expense 
of extra help. It does take a good hunk 
of money. 

HA: I think as far as club organizing for 
the races goes that they are also in that 
situation because mainly it's only two 
or three people who do the work while 
the other ones come to see the event. 
CN: I'd like to get back on the subject 
of tracks. How do ours compare? 





HA: It’s much more easy here. The 
tracks are not difficult. 

CN: Too easy for you? 

HA: Maybe not too easy, but very much 
different from Europe. 

AJ: I have the same opinion. The New 
York track-Unadilla was very good , one 
of the best. It seems like almost all your 
tracks are made by machines. They can 
never be good; they must be laid out in 
the natural terrain. 

CN: What are Swedish tracks like? 

AJ: We have bad tracks also. We are 
working on them. Our GP tracks are bad 
also but I think we (the riders) have 
started to make some noise and the 
organizers are starting to listen. 

CN: Why can't we give a booklet to the 
promoter to give him an idea on what 
motocross track conditions should be? 
JL: It's very difficult to get across to 
some people to leave the track natural. I 
think the big thing is that they also run 
a lot of amateur events and the 
amateurs want smooth tracks. 
(Agreement by most of the people in 
the room) 

CN: But that's TT, not motocross. 

JL: I understand that, but that's what 
the rider and/or his parents want. The 
promoter has to run amateur events, in 
most cases, to support his facility. 
Certain tracks don't rely on that 
procedure to keep them going and those 
are usually the natural terrain that 
hasn't been ridden to death. If you leave 
a track rough or natural the amateur 
guys will start breaking wheels, falling a 
lot and tending to ride over their heads. 
CN: But doesn’t Europe have the same 
problem then? They have amateur 
riders. 

JL: I think, if you look at it, that 
Europe is the breeding ground of the 
best riders in the world and always has 
been, although we may be catching up a 
little. Amateurs in Europe ride on the 
same tracks as the pros. Our Amateurs 
are spoiled; they ride on smooth tracks 
so that by the time they are a pro and 
adjust to the rough tracks they are 
either old or broken. 

CN: Is it easy to get a sponsorship in 
Europe? 

RD: It is difficult to get a sponsorship 
in Europe. Here in America, if a rider 
wins one or two races he already thinks 
about being sponsored. In Europe you 
have to win a championship before 
somebody thinks to sponsor you. I feel 
that many of the American riders think 
too early about making a lot of money 
from racing. Money becomes much 
more important than it should be. 

CN: How long were you an unsponsored 
rider Roger? 

RD: I was six years doing everything 
myself, That was going to a race racing 
both classes then buying parts to fix the 
bike myself, 

HA: I got a sponsor after I was second 
in the Swedish championships. 

AJ: It was also the same for me. The 
year I won the Swedish championship 
(1964) I got a sponsorship from the 
Husqvarna factory. At that time the 
only other rider sponsored in Sweden 
was Torsten Hallman. Before that I had 
my own bike and did my own work on 
it. Now things have changed because 
motocross is a lot more popular. There 
are many motocross racers and it is 
easier to get a bike. 
CN: What will it 
American motocross 
rider? 

JL: I'd like to see a re-directed emphasis 
on the amateur rider program. That's 
where our guys are coming from and as 
long as they want smooth tracks and a 
helping hand all the time then we'll still 
be the three years away that we were in 
1967. It's got to come from the bottom. 
The riders have desire but they don't 
have the real background that the 
European riders grew up with. There 
hasn't been à World Champion from 
America so we have a what-the-hell 
attitude and as long as that prevails we 
won't flood the GP ranks with 
American names. It all goes back to the 
amateur level; maybe what we need is a 
program of schoolboy scrambles like 
they have in England where it's pure 
sport. Maybe we can get away from the 
commercial aspect, although I don’t 
think we will. Minibike and amateur 
races make money for people and hell, 
we're in America and it's the land the 
dollar built. e

“Be in control of 
your ovn race. 


on’t let others “psych” you in 
the pits. You will hear about 
some tough guy who knocks all 


the other riders off the course. 
Or some guy who is so fast nobody else 
has a chance. It’s probably just Joe 
Speedwell. Keep your cool. 

If you pick a line and you know from 
practice that it’s the best line for you, 
don’t change it just because you see 
people riding somewhere else. Don’t 
change it just because somebody passes 
you in the corner. He may be faster 
than you no matter where you ride. If 
everybody passes you, maybe you need 
to do what they are doing, but 
otherwise, have a mind of your own and 
ride your own race. 

Don’t let other people control your 
race. A.lot of times you will come into a 
corner with somebody and he will take 
a line which assumes you are going to 
take a certain line, or get out of the 
way, or do some kind of thing which 
fits into the plans of the other rider. 
You don't have to do that. Naturally 
you don't want to get tangled up in a 
crash but, short of that, ride the way 
you intend to ride and never mind what 
the other people want you to do. Be in 
control of your own race. 

Take advantage of other riders" 
habits. If you can outbrake another 
rider, ride past him into the corner and 
stuff your bike into the turn first. I will 
never deliberately try to cause another 
rider to crash but Ithink it is fair to try 
to put him off his line and that is part 
of racing. If another rider likes to go 
wide and square off the turn, you can 
go inside. When he gets turned and all 
ready to blast off again, there you are — 
exactly where he was planning to ride. 

Some people call this block-passing. 
You can get past a faster rider if you 
make a turn in such a way as to block 
the path he intends to use. There is a 
distinction between doing this and just 
getting in his way, or riding into his line 
so the two of you have to crash. In 








block-passing, you have control at all 
times he has control of his motorcycle 
but he just can't ride it where he was 
hoping to. 

Always control the other rider if he 
will let you. Some guys will swing wide 
in a turn if another rider comes up 
inside. If you see somebody who does 
that, come up inside. You'd better be 
pretty sure though, and this is one way 
it pays to observe and understand the 
other racers. If you get one that doesn't 
move over when you want him to, you 
are in trouble. 

Some riders get locked up on using 
the outside line into the first corner 
because it's safer out there. Finally they 
forget all about getting to the turn first 
and they ride every time on the outside 
and come onto the straight behind the 
faster riders. If you are doing that, you 
may have to use some strategy on 
yourself. Start on the inside and stay on 
the inside all the way to the first corner. 
That will give you a very big incentive to 
get down there first and it may improve 
your racing. 

The race isn't always won by the 
fastest rider. Sometimes it's won by the 
smartest.

over your bike, added fuel if 
necessary, checked tire pressure and 
adjusted it if necessary according to 
your experience during practice. 
The start 
Some riders want to crowd you on 
the starting line and even get so close 
their handlebars lap over the end of 
yours. That leads to the little adagio 
number where you wiggle your bike to

get your bars ahead of his and then he 
does it and then you do it. Pretty soon 
you run into the starting gate or get 
your wheels over the line and somebody 
comes along and pushes you back 
behind the line. 

You can maybe avoid this by some 
subtle gestures that will tend to keep 
the next guy from crowding you. First, 
when you pull into line, don't crowd 
the guy already there. Say he's on your 
left, and nobody is on your right. Leave 
about three or four inches between the 
tip of your handgrip and his. If you 
leave much more than that, and the line 
is crowded, somebody will try to force 
his way in there at the last minute. 

Now that you have some space to 
your left, you want to avoid getting 
crowded on your right side. As you 
wait, lean your bike to the right and put 
your right foot down and ‘way out. 
When the next rider lines up you will 
look like you are crowding him and he 
will just naturally pull up a little farther 
away from you than he would if your 
other foot was on the ground. 

The start is important. You want to 
be ready for it but not keyed up and 
not distracted. That means you try to 
avoid lining up next to your buddies. If 
they have been beating you lately, that 
will tend to make you more tense and 
nervous about the start just because 
they are nearby. Or if your friend has 
been making poor starts lately 
fishtailing and all that — you will be 
thinking more about him than yourself 
and you will be distracted. I think you 
will make a better start if you get 
between people.you don't know. Then 
you can tend to business when the race 
starts. 

Your position on the 
starting line 

Where you sit on the starting line 
depends on some other things besides 
the best position — that is, the best 
position if there were no other racers on 
the line. If you could start, make the 
dash to the first turn, and go around it 
all by yourself, then the starting 
position and the line you should take 
would be pretty obvious after a little 


practice. 
But there are other competitors there 
and that complicates the problem. 


Riders come off the starting line 40 
abreast. They get into the corner and 
there are usually four or five who are a 
little in front — a little bit quicker. The 
turn creates a funnel. Except for the 
few riders who get there first, 
everybody else gets slowed down and 
nobody can go any faster than the guy 
in front of him. 

Everybody wants the inside line in 
the first turn because that is the fastest 
way around. If you come off the line 
first, get to the corner first, and then 
swing wide, that wouldn't make any 
sense. The next guys would dive inside 
and pass you. 

So, if you are commanding the turn, 
take the inside line. 

Making the corner on the inside line 
does not necessarily dictate where you 
sit in the starting line. It can be on the 
outside or the inside or even in the 
middle. It depends on how well you ride

compared to how well the other guys 
ride. 

For example, the inside position on 
the starting line may be the fastest way 
to the corner and around it, for you. 
But if somebody else takes the middle 
position on the line but beats you to the 
corner and goes inside, you are going to 
be shut off. If a bunch of guys beat you 
to the turn, you are going to be 
sandwiched. None of those guys is going 
to move over to let you go through. 

If you start on the outside and beat 
the traffic to the turn, you can go 
through any way you want'to and pick 
your fastest line. If you don't make it 
there first, and you are on the outside, 
you are not trapped by the crowd. If 
there is a big pileup or if everybody 
starts slowing everybody else down, you 
can just go on around the outside and 
sometimes it will pay. 

What it boils down to is — you have 
to assess your own ability to make a 
good start — and do it honestly because 
otherwise it will just get you in trouble. 
If you are pictty sure you can get down 
to the turn first, start in the best 
position you can get and go for the 
inside of the turn. If you are not sure 
about it, start near the middle of the 
line and then you can go either way as 
you approach the turn. If you are pretty 
sure you will get there behind the pack, 
start outside and plan to go outside and 
maybe you will get around some of 
them that are hung up in the corner. 

If I were in an international-class 
race, | would not expect to be able to 
start on the far outside and beat those 
guys to the tum. And if I didn’t beat 
them and got to the corner with it full 
of people, I would have to go all the 
way around on the outside and wind up 
well behind the leaders. But it’s better 
to do that than wind up in a big 
first-turn crash all in a ball with a lot of 
other guys and motorcycles. However in 
top-class racing, first-turn crashes don’t 
happen very often. 

Therefore in a race with guys who are 
at least as good as I am — and probably 
better — I wouldn’t ever think I could 
start on the outside and beat them to 
the corner. I wouldn’t start on the far 
inside because I would be pretty sure 
some of those riders would beat me to 
the corner and then I would be shut off. 
I would start somewhere near the 
middle of the line because that gives me 
some chance to get there first but also 
some flexibility so I can go outside if I 
have to. 

If I am racing with good riders who 
don’t crash a lot, but riders I think I can 
beat, then I would get on the inside and 
expect to get to the turn first. 

If I am riding with average 
competitors, I go on the outside. Most

Looking back in anger, 


forward in hope 


Writers traditionally like to end 
the year by sticking one foot 
gingerly into the new year and 
gazing both forward and backward 


in time. Thus shakily fixed over a 
metaphysical point, they feel su- 
premely confident of their ability 
to criticize the past, explain the 
present, and thus foretell the future. 
The motorcycle journalist, however, 
finds his task confounded by the fact 
that the past (in the form of the 
monthly magazines) coexists quite 
comfortably with the present (Cycle 
News). With the past residing in the 
present, there is no springboard to the 
future. In panic he looks to the 
Handwriting On The Wall for a glimpse 
of the future. Unfortunately, in my 
neighborhood the handwriting on the 
wall has usually been done by an angry 
young Chicano with a can of spray 
paint, and while it may well tell of the 
future, I don't have the courage to stand 
here all sober and straight and gaze into 
that future. Having thus drowned time 
in the wine of Klein, I invite you to join 
me in a trip through the bottle. If our 
luck is good, we shall see God or 
Eternity or Japan. If not, we shall wind 
up staring into our own exhaust pipes, 
but in any event it will not be nearly as 
exhausting as trying to share a perch on 
a metaphysical point. 

Any pause in a journey through time 


- or space or.geometrical construction is a 


logical occasion for: questions: Where 
are we? Where are we going? Or more to 
the point, are we going in the right 
direction? During the last year we have 
iraveled through mean territory. Let's 
look at some specific aspects of our 
sport. 

Competition 

Competition machinery seems to be 
losing much of its former interest for 
average riders. An average rider could 
take quite an interest in machinery 
when it was a question of John Banks' 
four-stroke CZ. There was observable, 
appreciable differences between an AJS 
trials bike and a Bultaco Sherpa T. But 
now, particularly in the past year, things 
have changed. The bikes have achieved 
such a uniformly high design standard 
that Marvin McAverage is often unable 
to tell the difference between two 
high-quality motocrossers, except by 
the name on the tank. 

We can see the results in brand 
switching. In the 50's and 60's, a brand 
switch was as traumatic as a divorce and 
remarriage. Bud Ekins was ‘Triumph 
forever," and made news when he rode 
a Husky in one race. Torsten Hallman 
was more closely associated with Husky 
than with Sweden. Now you have to 
look at the program to tell who's riding 
what. In the past a rider believed that 
his brand was fundamentally better 





than any other, even in off-years. But 
with motocross bikes having no more 
difference among them than baseball 
bats, a rider picks one that feels good 
and pays well today in the full 
knowledge that his opinion might 
change tomorrow. 

Some of the implications of uniform 
design excellence are not reassuring. 
With a lessening of brand loyalty among 
riders, and a lessening of permanent 
brand association, we can expect a 
number of manufacturers to drop out of 
competition permanently and others to 
drop out periodically, much the same as 
Ford, Chevy, and Dodge do in the car 
racing scene. Secondly, we can expect 
both trials and motocross to become 
primarily athletic events (and in fact 
they already are, at the championship 
level). But since most motorcycle riders 
of more average talent are in this 
particular sport because of the 
mechanical aspect (if they were athletes, 
they would probably play tennis), I 
expect a breech of interest to develop 
between average riders and serious 
competition riders. But to compensate, 
there already seems to be a group of 
completely non-participant fans 
developing. Soon we might have 
Monday Night Motocross. Look out, 
Cosell! 

The enduro scene, at least in 
Southern (California, is a complete 
disaster. Worse, I cannot see a way to 
rescue it, nor any sign indicating that 
others have good ideas. 

Back in the dim dark days (about 
five years ago) enduros attracted two 
basic types of rider, the “old salt” who 
had hung it all out for 10 years of desert 
racing, and the youngster who wasn’t 
quite ready to hang it all out. In with 
these two major groups were two 
smaller groups, the dedicated 
time-keeping, mathematical enduro 
freaks some of whom actually carried 
two clocks, and the trail riders who 
were willing to pay $4 to have someone 
lay out an 80-mile trail ride for them. 

Then, suddenly we had motocross 
every weekend, desert racing on several 
different skill levels, and “family” 
enduros. The family enduros got most 
of the trail riders and a lot of the kids. 
Motocross and low-level desert racing 
got what kids were left. All that remain 
are the old salts and timekeepers, also 
mostly on the older side. These two 
groups have a perpetual war going: 
exquisitely accurate timekeeping events 
of moderate difficulty versus John 
Wayne give-em-hell type exercises in 
masochism. Neither group particularly 
cares whether the event is interesting or 
fun to ride in non-competitive terms. 





The most interesting development in 
the sport this. vast year, and one I 
expect to see really take off next year, 
is bicycle motocross. This is ‘a kids’ 
sport which offers many of the thrills of 
real motocross with little of the risk and 
expense. Since the !oudest noise in the 
race is heavy-breathing, the kids can 
have tracks on practically any vacant 
lot. Kids need exercise that they don’t 
get when an engine does all the work, 
and they don’t need the injuries 
associated with real motocross, so I’m 
quite enthusiastic about this newest 
addition to the sport. 

The environment and us 

There is less about ecology in the 
newspapers today because the issues are 
moving into the legislature and the 
courts. The people have already decided 
that ecology as a concept is both viable 
and needed. It remains now to see to 
what extent the people are ready to 
foot the bill. 

It seems to me that a No. 1 New 
Year’s resolution for every motorcyclist, 
street and dirt, should be to make 
something similar to what Catholics call 
an Examination of Conscience. In 
motorcycling terms, this means to think 
about the issues and decide what, if 
anything, you are voluntarily willing to 
give up, what you are willing to give up 
by default, what you are willing to fight 
for, and how hard you are prepared to 
fight. 

The environmental issues on which 
we will be challenged are: (1) noise, 
(2) air pollution, (3) damage by tires, 
(4) wildlife harm, and (5) aesthetic 
damage. It remains to be seen how 
much of a case will be brought against 
us in each instance and how well we will 
defend ourselves. 

Manufacturers will have to deal with 
the areas of noise and pollution, but 
how they deal with the problems will 
depend to a great extent on the attitude 
of their customers. As a customer, I will 
not buy another noisy motorcycle for 
many reasons, but primarily because 
noisy bikes keep us out of good riding 
areas. So be it. If a few thousand of 
you out there wrote a few 
manufacturers and expressed similar 
sentiments, you better believe we'd get 
quiet bikes in a hurry. I don't think the 
press is doing its job in giving us reliable, 
meaningful data on this issue yet, either. 

Pollution is problem No. 2. Cycle 
manufacturers, and particularly 
two-stroke manufacturers, will be up 
against that one for sure this year. They 
are already maneuvering for delays and 
reductions of standards. What do you 
think about it? As a Los Angeles 
resident who considers breathing a No. 
1 priority item, I don't favor any delays 
for anyone in the smog control 
program. 

The other three items are extremely 
controversial and certainly can't be 
dealt with in a few lines, so I’m going to 
offer just this one thought: 1975 is the 
time to start accepting personal 
responsibility for our actions. This 
means that if a Sierra Clubber says that 
you are scaring the wild armadillos in 
some particular area, you should be 
prepared to deal with him in some 
rational and responsible fashion. 

Telling the Sierra Clubber to “go 
take a hike" or making some other 
hostile remark is hardly a responsible 
reaction. 

The past year has seen a fairly 
dramatic increase in the amount of 
hostility of both motorcyclists and 
anti-motorcyclists. Motorcyclists have 
been venting their hostility with bumper 
stickers, but the other side has been 
getting a bit physical. Motorcyclists 
have been shot at, run off the road, run 
down on the trails with jeeps and, in the 
latest action subjected to a technique 
from Vietnam war days.

Longer ago than man can measure, 
the mountains began growing on 
the Pacific coast. The mountains 
are rising nearly an inch a year 


still, and show no signs of slowing. 
As a result, the clouds blown in by 
the prevailing winds shed their 
rains on the ocean slope and the other 
side gets to be the desert. 

The northern desert gets more rain 
than the southern desert so the deserts of 
Washington and Oregon and northern 
California are less “deserted” than the 
Mojave in the south. The Mojave gets 
the least rain and supports the least 
natural life. Some areas of the Mojave 
are as dry and dead as Mars. 

Into this desert so forbidding came 
early man. Indians, pioneers and even 
settlers. In their chronicles they say the 
desert to them was an obstacle, a haven 
from enemies, filled with great spirits, a 
death trap, miserable, beautiful and 
strange. Men called the desert evil, 
because it was so inhospitable to life 
until they invented motor vehicles to 
power them over the desert on tracks 
and wheels where there was no forage 
for legged animals. 

Motorcycle enthusiasts were the first 
to discover the desert as a “good” place, 
where man could escape the crush of 
civilization on the rainy slope by 
motoring in the trackless sand. 
Motorcycles don't need forage or tracks 
or roads, only gasoline and a strong 





rider to cross the desert in good order. 
By 1920 motorcycle races took place 
regularly in the Mojave desert. Early-day 
desert races typically started at 
midnight in order to finish several 
hundred miles before the heat of the 
day. Courses were marked by a rider 
who was familiar with the desert, called 
the "hare" leading the chase, throwing 
sacks of lime to guide his pursuers, 
called “hounds.” The dazzling white 
lime reflected brightly in the acetylene 
headlights of the era. 


Tex Bryant, age 74, recalls the Big 
Bear Hare and Hounds and the 
Greenhorn Hare and Hounds he won in 
the 1920's. “I was riding a sidecar rig. 
No passenger. Sidecars won all the big 
desert races then. You needed to carry a 
lot of spares. The year the Henderson 
four came out,” Tex recalls, “I was 
riding a new Henderson four in the 
Greenhorn and one of the valve springs 
broke. I was leading by a good ways, 
but I didn’t have a spare valve spring. So 
I tore out a spoke and made me a spring 
that got me all the way to the finish and 
I won that year, too." 

Civilization was content to relinquish 
the desert to the motorcycle riders until 
the latter half of the century, when 
civilization spilled. over the protective 





mountains and began establishing itself 
on the desert frontier. The cyclers were 
driven farther into the desert for their 
games, but the shrinkage was gradual 
and the motor tribe couldn’t complain. 

In 1967 an agency of the U.S. 
government established in the 1800’s to 
oversee public grazing rights and 
another agency of that era charged with 
representing the rights of mineral miners 
combined and were called the Bureau of 
Land Management. The new 
superbureau was given stewardship over 
the western desert. 

At this time recreation vehicles were 
being invented that laid the desert open 
to almost anyone who could drive. 
F our-wheel-drives developed for 
wartime use could be gotten cheaply 
and escape buggies were being 
constructed out of old jalopies in the 
crowded civilization. Also 
simultaneously the motorcycle industry 
was stepping up production of cheap, 
lightweight machines that were easily 
adaptable to desert use. 

How could the new BLM exert its 
hegemony over the desert? That 
question must have perplexed the 
bureaucrats. It is such a vast domain, 
with virtually no boundaries, little 
indigenous population, meager resources 
and a large and growing transient 
population equipped with special tools 
to enjoy the desert. 

Part of the problem is, the BLM lacks 
money, manpower and legal sanction 
for anything more than general 
overseeing of desert activities. At the 
same time, it is under attack via the 
courts for its alleged failure to keep 
people out of the desert or at least 
under tighter control. 

The petitioners at court seem to be a 
misguided but well-intentioned coalition 





of nature-mothers calling themselves the 
Environmental Defense Fund. 

So to bring this history up to date, 
the desert now has become the token 
battleground for a war of planetary 
ideologies. The desert lovers have 
divided into two warring camps — the 
populous but unorganized motor bunch 
and the limited but vocal anti-motor 
opinions. 

While the battle is being joined, the 
BLM is pressing to win concessions for 
itself from both sides. The predictable 
outcome is obvious. We lose, they lose, 
the BLM wins. The only way I can see 
for this not to happen is if the 
motor-lovers and the motor-haters 
should get together and compromise, 
independent of  BLM interference. 
Otherwise, one side or the other may 
have to face the BLM alone. Whatever 
happens, the desert is in for some 
serious changing before the present 
conflict is over. ©

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Death of a Matador

he first days’ soreness mellowed and our blisters 

hardened to calluses. Rick and I had spent the 

previous week exploring the back roads of Baja, 

meandering south from coast to coast. 
Thoroughly fed up with dusty desert ruts and 
whoop-de-doos, we welcomed the smooth graded section 
that marks the last stretch before pavement. Overlooking 
the gulf, the road winds around steep, stark cliffs that 
cast eerie gray shadows across the water with the evening 
sun. We marveled at nature's spectacle as we raced along 
narrow tire tracks between tall rows of gravel. Baja had 
taught both of us a great deal about tiedowns and we 
proudly noticed that neither had dropped a single can of 
cerveza from the last town. We were anxious to settle 
into camp for the night. 

A warm breeze greeted the sunset and the evening's 
ride was perfect. We experienced a mind-bending 
exhilaration that only a true motorcycle enthusiast can 
appreciate: an enchanting harmony with man, machine 
and nature, all in perfect balance. I remember smiling 
the whole time. 

Just before dark we set up camp under a dilapidated 
thatched half shelter on a deserted beach. Rick was 
already asleep and I lay there thinking under a star-filled, 
moonless sky. I ¢huckled to myself about the evening's 
meal. We discovered Spam can’t be roasted on a stick 
without falling off. We also learned motorcycle tiedowns 
don’t work underwater when we anchored the beer in 
the gentle surf to cool. Sandy Spam and half-a-beer 
apiece hadn’t been very filling. We spent most of the 
evening discussing everything we would eat the next day 
in La Paz. I gazed through the darkness at my 
motorcycle propped beside me against the lean-to. 

Thoughts of the experiences I'd had with that old 
biké'tumbled through my mind. I knew its every part. 
just before the trip I tore it down to the last gear and 
bolt and made sure everything was right. It performed 
flawlessly. It brought me there and would take me 
home. It became an extension of myself. 

I realized then that several years hard use was making 
it obsolete. It was becoming like those old worn bikes 
that no one notices in the back of motorcycle shops. We 
usually glance away to the fascination of some shiny 
new, high-performance model. 

Rick was riding a brand new DT-1 and its 
performance challenged my old bike. Yet when he sat on 
his machine (and I don't mean to put down Yamahas) he 
was astride of a contraption that cost so many dollars. 
My bike was part of my anatomy. A recent event made 
me recall that old bike and prompted me to understand 
how it came to be that way between us. It is a story I 
haven't told before. 


n the fall of '67 I traded my little Honda for a 

second-hand Matador. I was still in med school 

and already in debt. That bike came very 

dearly and I missed a few meals for a couple of 
months to make ends meet. 

My first apartment was on the second floor of a 
peeling-white frame house. I shared it with two fellow 
students and had already heard grumblings about the 
Honda in my bedroom. I never did have the heart to 
leave a motorcycle outside and right away the Matador 
became a problem. One of my roommates was a classical 
music freak and the other a sex maniac and both could 
hardly care less about motorcycles. It wasn’t until after a 
demonstration of how little space it would take and how 
clean it was (I had just given it a 25 cents spray wash) 
that I got a reluctant push up the back stairs. 

I had to endure complaints daily. True, it wasn’t 
perfectly oil-tight. "At least," I argued, "it's paper 
trained." True, it didn't take much room leaning in the 
corner where my chair had been, but more often than 
not it was spread piece by piece across the floor and into 
the kitchen. Once I recall being served my corn flakes in 
the primary case cover I'd left draining overnight in the 
sink. 

When my landlord caught me wheeling the Matador 
down the stairs, even he complained. He said it was a fire 
hazard and was afraid the gas tank would explode at any 


moment. I told him I always emptied or removed it 
outside. He thought for a moment and concluded that 
sparks from the battery were dangerous and was 
frustrated to learn that there was no battery. When I 
volunteered the fact that it was paper trained he lost all 
composure and blurted that either the motorcycle had 
to go, or me. From that day on I never moved the bike 
without first making sure he wasn't around. Nothing 
more was said. I think he was afraid he wouldn't be able 
to find another paying tenant. 

My sex fiend roommate still kids me about that first 
night the Matador stayed in my bedroom. I just sat 
fondly admiring my new prized possession and dreamed 
about.climbing monster hills, jumping tall buildings, and 
escaping from the cops cross-country. It was my first 
Bultaco and my first two-stroke and I had a lot to learn. 

I used to hang around the local Bultaco shop and 
listen to racing stories and various tall tales. Every 
Wednesday and Friday night at closing time someone 
would show up with a case of beer and the Bul session 
would begin in the back room. I made friends there with 
a skinny young fellow whom I'd seen racing at the local 
scrambles. His dad had just bought him a new Matador 
and he claimed it was the only way to learn what real 
motorcycle riding was all about. I was itching to do it in 
the dirt and I still thank him for getting me started. 

My used Matador had already suffered a summer of 
abuse and neglect. The rusty chain looked like it had a 
permanent wave, I discovered sand and mud inside the 
chicken wire air cleaner, and at least half of the bolts 
were loose or missing. I wasn’t surprised when I turned 
on the lights and they both blew out. Everything that 
said Lucas was soon put to rest in the cardboard box 
with the broken speedometer and toy horn. Soon the 
Matador was tuned and worthy of its name. 

My friend taught me a few things about dirt riding 
and the rest I made up as I went. He proudly exhibited 
his crunched rear fender and insisted that no Matador 
was properly christened until it had been looped. My 
aluminum wonder assumed the typical crinkle on the 
first try. I learned a lot about motorcycle mechanics too, 
and about motorcycle sounds. 


often hear motorcycle speaking. Obviously they 

don’t speak English or words, but they do 

have a language of their own. While most 

people assume that they are merely man-made 
machines making racket, a few individuals understand 
what it’s all about. Such understanding develops only 
through experience and through love for the breed. 
Several years, thousands of miles, and hundreds of 
repairs were behind before I really understood that 
Matador. 

Some people are partial to the throaty roar of a 
Triumph or the authority of a Harley. I personally am 
intoxicated by Hailwood wailing at 16 grand on his 
Honda six. I’ve never heard it live of course, but my 
roommate made me listen to Bach, minute for minute, 
whenever I played my Isle of Man record. 

The rasp of a two-stroke does nothing for most 
people, but I grew to love it. I never could identify 
makes of cars but I would brag about my ability to 
recognize motorcycles by their sounds. Of course there 
is more to motorcycle speech than the exhaust note 
alone. Every moving part can make its own peculiar 
sound and each vibration is meaningful. Every bike says 
its own thing and has its own character. 

Just noisy machines? I wonder. 

That night in Baja my Matador was completely silent, 
and I understood anyway. 





y first competition that fall was an enduro. One 

hundred rugged miles were marked through the 

northern Indiana woods in a drizzling rain. No 

sooner had we started than my buddy 
disappeared ahead. I think everyone passed me at least 
once. I fell down hills, got stuck in mudholes and pushed 
up hills. One steep slope was mucky and slick from 
previous traffic. Three times I spun to a stop halfway up 
and slid back down. A few spectators found this lonely 
obstacle and seemed thoroughly amused as I watched a 
Honda 90 pass and clear the top without a dab. More 
determined this time, I took his line and was just feeling 
good and getting a bite when the front end got light and 
came up. I'll never forget that moment of panic when I 
realized gasoline was leaking over me and I was stuck 
fast in the goo. Those well-meaning spectators, having 
gotten their money's worth, came to the rescue and 
pushed the bike off me. I was too exhausted to be 
embarrassed. Afterwards my buddy seemed almost 
envious as we laughed over the distinctive new crinkles 
sported now by both fenders. Both my Matador and I 
had become proper christened veterans. 

Like most new motorcycle enthusiasts I soon became 
dissatisfied with the engine's performance. A friend had 
a Sherpa S which he rode only in the summertime and | 
persuaded him to let me borrow the expansion chamber 
and carburetor. Before installing them, however, I 
explored inside the cylinder. The piston came off easily 
and everthing seemed OK so I scraped away the carbon 
and bolted everything back in place. Proud of my 
accomplishment, I promptly treated my neighborhood 
to the delight of an open-chambered two-stroke doing 
wheelies. It was hard for me to tell if it actually ran any 
quicker but my novice ears were filled with power. 

Under a scorching sun the following Sunday we 
located an abandoned motocross track. The course was 
now part of a cow pasture and the fresh pasture pies 
added to the challenge. I began playing Joel Robert. 
Thump over the jump, pinch through the hairpin, a little 
warm pie in the face .. . I wondered if Joel started this 
way. I was just shutting off from the sweeper when the 
engine scraped out a new sound — the rear end locked — 
I highsided. As I righted the bike my shoulder felt a little 
weird and I felt it pop when I tried to straighten the 
bars. I’d never had a broken bone before. : 

My skinny Bul buddy dropped by my apartment just 
as I was shaking pieces of piston from the cylinder with 
my one good hand. It seemed thoughtful of him to be 
cheering me up until he spotted the engine and mused, 
"You say it really was fast with the piston in 
backwards?" Three. weeks later I was testing my 
shoulder, and the Matador was seating its new rings. 

After a year or so I was beginning to understand the 
bike better. I had been inside the engine several times 
and knew how it worked. I could identify all sorts of 
Matador sounds. The manner and noise when loaded up 
became quite familiar. I learned the peculiar tint of 
running lean. My Bul buddy always used lingo like 
“sour, ratty, and flat” to describe what he heard. 

“Umph — gla, dub, dub, dub...” means “Watch 
those front wheel landings, and the front fender is bent 
under again." 

“Psssss ... translates, 
back there sure was sharp!" 

There's one sound I'll not forget as I was always 
picking myself up off that cleverly humped tank just 
after hearing it. It means, “Hey, watch those big rocks” 
一 or — “Get your rocks off my hump.” 

Occasionally that Matador seemed to have a mind of 
its own. I came to dread one particular clunking sound 
the first time I heard it. We had arrived late after driving 
over a hundred miles through miserable rain and sleet. It 
was still pouring 10 minutes before the start. Everything 
was soaked. My friend's Montesa wouldn't fire at all. 
Viva! A wet short somewhere. The Matador was more 
dramatic. One kick, one backfire, one clunk. That was 
all. It seemed the motorcycles didn't like the weather 
any better than we did. Later I discovered what makes 
Matadors clunk and had my first look at a Bultaco 
gearbox.

original tune. It was obviously much happier 

that way. We played and romped with scarcely 
a whimper. We rode together in closer harmony. I found 
I could hear and understand it better without that 
chamber's racket. 1 didn't seem to get so tired. I learned 
to use that stump-pulling torque and wall-climbing first 
gear. 

Once we were so excited at leading a large pack after 
a Bultaco-rare first kick start that we just fell 
down ...no reason... just ker-plomp. In the time it 
took to get up and extract the sapling wrapped around 
the rear wheel some 200 cyclers passed by. Once again 
underway, now in last place, I saw a rider ahead take a 
short cut. I started to follow him until he disappeared 
over a sharp drop-off. He fell free about 40 feet and 
landed flat on his back between some rocks and an old 
rusty washing machine. The race was stopped and 
everyone gathered around and watched them pack him 
off to the ambulance. He didn't move or say anything, 
and he kept coughing up blood. I finished the restart 
poorly. 

I still ride every weekend, but I think seeing that guy 
lying there marked a change in me. I always enjoyed 
competition but had often become angry and uptight if 
things didn't go my way, or if I broke down. I used to 
let it all hang out just for a chance to gain a position. 
Now I pass if I have a better line or if I have more motor

every ride, and I learned that with the Matador. 

I see guys speeding past their ability, taking ridiculous 
chances, pushing their luck, sometimes taking others 
with them.

Maybe it’s all in 
my mind, but I still sense it. And I wonder if they really 
enjoy the sport as much as I do. 


hat jaunt down Baja was the last significant ride 
I made with the Matador. When I moved to 
California my bedraggled finances said one of 


us couldn't make the trip. Three-year-old 
Matadors weren't too much in demand and the price I 
got from the classified ad seemed disgraceful. Since my 
move I’ve ridden and owned several other “high 
performance” bikes but the feeling has never been the 
same. It’s easier now. 

Recently I visited my family and friends back in 
Indiana. It was good seeing everyone and talking over 
old times. The Bultaco shop had changed. Sales were 
booming and the enlarged showroom was packed with 
new Japanese street bikes. A few of the same old 
characters still gathered in the evenings to drink beer and 
swap the same old tall tales. 

Behind the shop the fenced-in junk pile and 
motorcycle grave-yard had grown surprisingly. I browsed 
around and noticed how many models I remembered 
from when they were first new. So short is the life of a 
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motorcycle. I recognized the remains or 4 '67 Matador 
and examined it nostalgically. The red and black paint 
was badly faded and the tires were bald and flat. Cables 
dangled and rust was everywhere. The fenders were 
typically crumpled. The primary cases remained but the 
rest of the engine had been stripped away, leaving the 
exhaust hanging. Broken fragments of piston around the 
water-logged crank indicated the thing had blown and 
probably wasn't worth the repair bill. I caught the motor 
number in the corner of my eye. M301988. Having 
written it on so many entry forms it was all too familiar. 
There it was, my old Matador. Dead! 

That was two months ago and I hadn't thought much 
about it until today. This morning I attended Rick's 
funeral. 

I first learned of his death when I saw the car crash 
featured on the newspaper's front page. We were 
neighbors as kids and always the best of friends. He got 
married shortly after our Baja trip and I regret not 
having kept closer touch since. The funeral service has 
left me quite sad and lonely. 

I've been thinking again about the old Matador, and 
about Rick, and the grim similarity haunts me. We grew 
up together. We shared good and bad times. We = 
understood and trusted one another. We were happy. À 

Now they are gone. 

I've written this down and I'm beginning to feel a bit 
lighter. I'll try not to think anymore about Rick or the 
bike . .. but I wish I could know them again. e

Picture making is basically an easy process. Simply stated, it involves: (1) exposing 
the film to light in the camera, (2) developing the film to produce negatives, and 
(3) using the stencil-like negatives to print the final photograph. 

It sounds easy, and it is. Any photographer who's been into it for a while has 
the processing steps organized to the point where they require no more than a 
token gesture toward concentration. It's just a methodical sequence he follows 
after a day of shooting film. It's often times dull. 

On the other hand, step number one — exposing the film — rather than falling 
into:the realm of repetitious tedium, expands fanlike, opening a limitless 
panorama of subject interests to the adventurous film burner. One fairly expansive 
segment of this photofan covers action photography. And within this area, of 


course, MX photography finds its niche. 


We'll attempt to deal with six areas of 
action photography as they apply to 
motocross. They are listed here in no 
particular order; and it should be 
emphasized that no one of them is more 
important than another. Or as a shaman 
priest would put it - all must function 
together in glorious harmony if you 
wanta get a bitchin' photo. 


Peak of the action 

Every action has a point, or a climax 
if you prefer, where it reaches a 
maximum. In a classic cross-up jump 
shot, it’s the instant that the rider 
attains his highest altitude and has the 
front end slapped sideways full against 
the stops. If it’s a bermshot, the instant 
occurs just after the bike slams against 
the berm. The suspension, which has 
probably been bottomed out, rebounds; 
the rear wheel breaks loose after getting 
its bite at the point of impact; the rider 
is busy shifting his weight to stay on top 
and maintain traction; and if you're 
lucky enough the front wheel will lift 
six or eight inches off the track. Click. 
Gotcha! 

The hardest part about catching the 
exact peak of the action is learning to 
anticipate it. If you do it correctly, you 
won't actually see it through your single 





lens reflex because the mirror will be up 
while the shutter makes the exposure. 
Or, conversely, if you DO see it; you 
missed the shot. 

It's easy to practice your PotA 
technique, however, and it doesn't cost 
a cent in wasted film. When you set up 
for any particular photo, watch the 
action through the viewfinder for a few 
minutes. Think slow motion. Try to 
dissect the movement and determine the 
exact peak. Realize that in order to 
catch it you'll have to react with your 
shutter button finger a split second 
before the peak. You should be 
rewarded with a greater percentage of 
good shots, and it gets better and better 
the more you practice. 


Focusing 


While you're still in position for that 
PotA practice session, take the point 
that you've selected as the peak and 
double check to see if you're focused 
exactly on it. In almost all action 
photos, the simplest and most obvious 
method for accurate focusing is to 
determine a point on the ground where 
the peak will occur and focus on it. 
Then just relax and wait for vour 
subject to ride through. Trying to focus 
on a moving rider (follow-focusing), is 





difficult and should be done only when 
there's no other way. Sometimes you'll 
be caught in the awkward position of 
being able to see a dynamite shot 
coming when you're not pre-focused 
and ready. Always attempt to “grab” 
the photo by follow - focusing and using 
a fast shutter speed if there's time to 
check it. Luck helps. ' 

Tri-X film, or any other brand of high 
speed stuff helps, too. Tri-X's normal 
ASA rating is 400, fast enough to use 
action-stopping shutter speeds on a 
sunny day with an f-stop setting in the 
f-11 to f-16 range. These apertures allow 
an extra margin for error in focusing 
because they give greater depth of field; 
that is, more of the area in front of, and 
behind, the point of focus will be 
acceptably sharp. An added bonus is the 
availability of these films in bulk (100°) 
rolls. It's well worth the expense of 
purchasing a film loader when you 
realize that it'll cost less than a penny 
each time you push the button. The 
cheaper it gets, the more photos you 
can take. 


Shutter Speeds 


In action photography it makes sense 
to use a “shutter speed preferred” 
method for setting the right exposure. 
It’s also important to have a practical 
understanding of what the various 
shutter speed settings will do for you. 
(Once you determine which effect you 
want from the shutter speed setting, just 
dial in the correct aperture according to 
the light meter reading.) 

1/1000 second. Don’t get moody if 
your camera doesn’t have this setting. 
It’s not good for much, anyway. One of 
the places where it does come in handy, 
however, is when you're crouched at the 
foot of a jump with a normal or 
wide-angle lens on the camera, 
Oftentimes, you won’t be able to see 
the riders coming until they suddenly 
burst over the crest. Taking these shots 
requires a quick "'grab-shot" reaction; 
and the 1/1000 second speed helps 
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Right: Here's a good peak-of-action 
shot that emphasizes the raw physical 
stress of riding motocross.

compensate for the abrupt camera 
movement and betters your chances of 
coming home with crisp pictures. 

Don’t waste film by using 1/1000 
second on side views. The spokes, tire 
knobs and all will be stopped and the 
picture will lose all sense of motion. 
It'll look stiff. One other place that the 
super-quick speed comes in handy is in 
long lens (300mm and over) head-on 
shots where it helps curb blurriness 
caused by camera movement without 
hurting the effect of this type of photo. 

1/500 second. This is the speed that 
your camera should be set on while 
you're walking around between photos. 
It's good for grabbing surprise shots 
without freezing the action completely. 
It also gives slightly greater depth- of- 
field, for those times when there's no 
time to focus precisely, than 1/1000 
second does. (My standard setting for 
sunny days is 1/500 @ f 11 with a 
medium yellow filter and Tri-X.) The 
1/500 speed is also a good general - use 
speed for head-on and 3/4 view shots. It 
stops motion if you're following the 
action, (rather than holding the camera 
still while the rider comes through) but 
it shows blur in thespokes and tire 
knobs and adds just a touch of motion 
to an otherwise stop-action photograph. 
It's good for side-views only if there's 
some spectacular action involved: for 
example, a jump, wheely, or if there's a 
lot of dirt being blasted around. 

1/250 second. I personally don't use 
this speed as often as I should, being 
lured away from 1/250's subtle effect 
by the stronger statement of movement 
offered by 1/125. What 1/250 gives, is 
excellent wheel blur and just enough 
background blur to suggest motion and 
emphasize the sharpness of the main 
subject. It's a “nice” shutter speed, 
which is sort of like a "nice" girl; nice 
and dependable but. . . 

1/125 second. Compared to *'nice" 
Ms. 1/250, this number is a real fox. 
And consequently, she's sometimes hard 
to get along with. While 1/250 promises 








a high percentage of sharp images with 
relatively little effort, 1/125 demands 
more attention. In fact, if you like thosc 
vividly streaked backgrounds as much as 
I do, but require a needle sharp 
rider/bike; you'd better be prepared to 
do some practicing on your panning 
technique. The method recommended 
here will insure a fairly high percentage 
of good frames on your proof sheet. 

"Panning" is a technique used on 
side-view photos with a shutter speed of 
1/250 or less. The object is to follow 
the rider along, getting the camera to 
follow along at the same rate as the 
subject, so that the subject remains in 
the same position within the viewfinder 
while the (stationary) background 
"moves" and is subsequently blurred. 
The most reliable means I've discovered 
to keep the camera moving with the 
subject is to chose a point on your 
focusing screen and concentrate on 
holding that pinpoint on another point 
on the rider, usually in the 
helmet/shoulder area. Naturally, you 
must be pre-focused on the area where 
the subject will pass through, and you 
should have an idea where the rider will 
be located in the frame. Then, when the 
rider approaches, brace the camera 
firmly, turn at the waist following the 
subject, and direct all your attention 
toward keeping the viewfinder point 
lined up on the shoulder/ helmet point. 
Squeeze the button very gently, and 
follow through smoothly after firing the 
shot. Panning gives such a neat effect 
that the amount of practice necessary is 
more than worthwhile. 

1/15 and 1/4 second. These are two 
special speeds that will probably see use 
only occasionally, and then only if you 
turn into a real motion (blur) freak. 
Don't laugh, it happens easily. Truly 
sharp images are rare at these speeds,but 
when you do get one it's a happy 
occasion worthy of celebration. The 





photos are art-sy kind of things that 
express the idea of speed rather than 
realism. But they're fun and make good 
11 x 14 display prints. At 1/15, just 
follow the standard 1/125 panning 
method. It just gives your work a heavy 
case of the super-streaks. Of course, you 
can do the same thing with 1/4, but you 
generally capture nothing more than 
solid schmear. At 1/4, try this: listen (or 
feel) for the mirror to flop up; then 
attempt to suddenly sweep the camera 
ahead of the subject in the middle of 
the 1/4 second exposure. Right. It's 
very tricky. But the effect you get is a 
fairly sharp subject image with streaks 
flowing along behind, plus the normally 
blurred background. It's similar to the 
ghost images you may have gotten in 
strobe/flash action shots. Kinda neat. 

One more catch: Tri-X film is too fast 
to allow these slow shutter speeds 
during daylight hours. The remedy: Use 
neutral density filters over the lens; use 
a slower speed film; or wait for a very 
cloudy day. 


Stance 


Holding the camera steady is 
especially important when using slow 
shutter speeds, but it pays to develop a 
firm shooting stance that you naturally 
assume whenever you aim the camera. A 
number of photo magazines have 
printed complete articles on the subject 
and have furnished a wide-ranging 
display of photos demonstrating the 
standard prone, sitting, kneeling, 
leaning, and standing positions. So we'll 
not repeat much of it here. It is only 
critical that you keep camera steadiness 
in mind and brace up as much as 
possible whenever you shoot. Don't 
stick your elbows out like a startled 
seagull, but tuck them in firmly against 
your sides so that head, shoulders, and 
arms move as one when you pivot at the 
waist. Place your feet in a good solid 
position, Make it a habit, 
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Camera angle 

Of course there are no set rules on 
how you must determine camera angle. 
There are one or two general rules of 
thumb that usually work; but it must be 
emphasized that variety is the most 


important factor. For example, if you 
accept that jump shots must be taken 
from a kneeling position, looking up at 
the subject; you'll bring home good 
pictures. The only catch there is that 
they'll all start looking the same in a 
very short while, and you'll become 
bored with your work. Even though it's 
really good. Variety is the key word. 
Use your imagination. Experiment. 
Sometimes. using a different lens for a 
place where you've used nothing other 
than your favorite telephoto will inspire 
a new approach to a familiar problem. 
Lighting 

You can't change it; so just be aware 
of it. If you follow a regular circuit of 
local tracks, you should know where, at 
any time of year, the sun rises and sets. 
Your day can easily be planned around 
the location of the sun in relation to the 
particular features of any track. Avoid 
direct back-lighting which encourages 
lens flare; and avoid direct front lighting 
which fills in shadows and “flattens” 
out details and kills the 3-D look. 
Sidelight (early morning/late afternoon 
light) illuminating the subject from a 
3/4 angle is best. High noon light is not 
really interesting, but as long as MX 
remains daytime sport, we'll just have to 
live with it. It's a helluva lot better than 
having to usc a strobe. 

Here we are, at the end of the page, 
and me with a thousand things left 
unsaid. But let's call it quits. Hopefully 
you've had a question or two answered, 
and/or have gotten a couple new ideas 
to try at the next race.

Would you believe 250 miles of 
riding trails specifically designated 


for 


“two-wheeled 


vehicles?" 


(Thass us!) Or 75 more miles of 


jeep roads which are no more than 
two lane bike trails? All this 
winding, climbing, and plunging 
through spectacular scenery, silent 
streams, muddy meadows, and even 
occasional patches of snow... as late 
as mid-June. A veritable trail rider’s 
paradise, you say? You bet your 
Barbour suit, it is! And it’s less than five 
hours drive from downtown Los 
Angeles. 

No, this is not a land developer’s 
hype, this is real and it’s already yours. 
At least, as of this writing, this biker’s 
bonanza is public land. (Excuse me, I 
mean ‘National Resource Land.” To 
Big Uncle, nothing belongs to the public 
anymore.) It’s called the Sequoia-Inyo 
National Forest and it is still open to 
the riding public. 

My adventures here started several 
years ago when I was more into 
backpacking (hiking) than biking. 
During hiking trips on the Kern Plateau 
west of Kennedy Meadows, I noticed 
many of the trails bore small signs 
proclaiming “designated two-wheel 
vehicle way.” Even though I wasn’t 
much into biking at the time and 
considered most of the trails I had hiked 
as impassable to bikes, I remember 
thinking that it might be fun to try 
them someday. 

“Someday” arrived a few years later 
in the form of a 350 Bultaco Alpina, 


42 one of. the neatest enduro-trials-trail 





all-round good time fun bikes ever 
made. Wild-eyed enthusiasm aside, the 
Alpina turned out to be an excellent 
woods bike. The passport to this 
adventure is a map titled "Sequoia 
National Forest," available on request at 
any U.S. Forest Service (USFS) station 
in or near the Sequoia Forest. While 
you're planning your ride this winter, 
why not have your very own copy at 
hand in advance (the trail map 
accompanying this article is keyed to 
this map). À 10-cent postcard asking for 
a copy will produce one quickly, along 
with a stack of helpful literature. Mail 
your request to Forest Supervisor; 
USFS Sequoia District; P.O. Box 391, 
Porterville, California 93257 (Or call 
209-784-1500. Y ou can also get a report 
on trail and weather conditions at this 
number). 

What the future holds for public 
motor recreation in the National 
Forests, I won't attempt to guess; but 
for the moment, the USFS is friendly, 
courteous and cooperative. I would 
suspect that they will remain that way 
even if the public, through sheer apathy 
and stupidity, loses recreational 
privileges in the Forests the same way 
we did in Red Rock Canyon. 

On bike preparation and trip logistics, 
I'll just recommend common sense and 
high reliability. The ideal woods bike 
should have the torque of a water 
buffalo, be just as waterproof, but more 
dependable. It should be able to chase 





its own rear tire around a small tree, be 
agile enough to leap small logs with a 
single bound but be light enough to lift 
over larger ones. (Is he talking about the 
Alpina again? Yup!) Anyway, prepare 
the bike for a long, wet enduro and 
your truck to really support the bike. 
On one trip I followed this advice and 
was able to straighten a bent shock shaft 
with a three pound sledge that I had in 
the truck. On another trip, I did not 
heed and a simple flat without a 
replacement tube or a patch kit cut the 
entire weekend in half. You can get gas 
at the Kennedy General Store but 
nothing else in the way of repairs. 

It could be worse. At the pack train 
office at Troy Meadows, there is a very 
interesting photograph of a dismantled 
DT-1 being packed out of the bottom of 
the Kern River Canyon on the back of a 
mule! Obviously, the key is maximum 
reliability. Some parts of these trails are 
20 miles or more from any kind of 
four-wheel access and even a helicopter 
couldn’t land because of the trees. The 
only way in or out is by the trail you’re 
on. 

The trip from Los Angeles to the 
Campground at Kennedy Meadows is 
about 200 miles (roughly five hours 
driving time). The last 40 miles may 
take one and one-half hours depending 
on what you're driving and how. The 
road. from the Kennedy Meadows 
turnoff on Highway 395 is 90% paved 
but is steep and rough in places. Caution 
is advisable, especially when those forty 
foot logging trucks come flat-tracking 
around a blind curve with a 500 foot 
drop on the outside! As you travel this 
road, glance back occasionally. The 
panorama is worth the vertigo attack. 
You'll appreciate why this road is called 
“Nine-Mile Canyon Road.” 

Twenty-seven miles from Highway 
395 is a fork in the road at a small 
general store. To the right is Kennedy 





Meadows campground, a center of 
recreational activity. In my opinion it 
has two major flaws. It is an 
“improved” campside with piped water, 
official outhouses and overnight fees. It 
is therefore usually crowded. In addition, 
it is the trailhead for the major trail north 
to Monache Meadows. This trail dictates 
fording the South Fork/Kern River, .a 
hazardous operation in years of drought 
and impossible at all other times. 

You'd do better forking off left and 
going another 17 miles to Beach 
Meadows. It’s worth the trip. Beach is 
higher than Kennedy and, as you climb, 
almost every turn in the road will treat 
you to vistas of ever increasing beauty. 
The best is Beach Meadow itself. About 
a mile from the campsite, you'll start a 
slight descent and off to the left and 
down is Beach Meadow, dark green and 
delicious. Just beyond it, you can see 15 
miles down Rattlesnake Canyon to the 
Kern River Canyon — part of an 
exciting loop trip I'll describe later. 

Before you get to this point, 
however, please stop at the USFS 
Station at Black Rock and get a fire 
permit or just let them know what 
you're doing and where you're going. 
This is more than just courtesy. It is 
your last link with the “outside,” and 
letting them know where you might be, 
could be a lifesaver. I was once nearly 
trapped up here by a snowstorm — in 
late May! OK, boogy on and pick out a 
camping spot. If you go to Beach, you'll 
look with longing at the Ranger's cabin 
but let good manners prevail, you may 
need their help someday. 

Before we ride, please remember: 

1. Spark arrestors are a must. This is 
Southern California, the nation’s 
tinderbox. 

2. Do let the Rangers know where 
you are. It could mean your life. 

3. Stay on the trail. 

4. If you go ona long loop trip, take 





tools and some food. You'll find plenty 
of water. 

5. Most of the trails are narrow and 
all are two way. This is no place for 
racing. 

6. Please observe the USFS rules, 
especially when trails are temporarily 
closed. This is an incredibly beautiful 
riding area. Let's not lose it by being 
clutzy. 

Maps are highly advisable up here. In 
addition to the excellent USFS map 
mentioned earlier, AAA recreation maps 
or U.S. Geodetic Survey Topographic 
maps are very handy. Unfortunately, 
the topo maps are seldom up to date as 
far as roads and trails are concerned, but 
a little study of the topo maps can save 
a lot of hassle on the trail. An example 
is the trail north out of Kennedy to 
Monache Meadows discussed above. 
Another is the difficult trail (36E01) 
which begins about one mile south of 
the Kennedy trail (35E01) and parallels 
it on the east side of the South 
Fork/Kern River. After six miles of 
tough riding, you come to the crossing 
just below Dutch John Flat. The river is 
full of rapids here and ‘most of the time 
they’re nasty enough that I wouldn’t 
attempt to cross them on foot. If you 
try this trail, it’s virtually certain that 
you'll have to backtrack. 

On the other hand, during dry 
summers, this same river is fordable in 
many places, especially in the Monache 
area. Monache is the largest meadow in 
the Sequoia National Forest. It is very 
attractive and easy to get to, if you start 
from Fish Creek Campground, Black 
Rock Station or Beach Meadows. It is 
also a favorite playground for just about 
everybody; bikers and hikers, 
four-wheelers and four-hoofers. If you 
go there and should want to go beyond, 
note that vehicle trails do not go past 
the boundaries of the Sequoia into the 
Inyo National Forest. 
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»..Monache.is.a neat, place to.stop for . 


lunch. The water from the far north end 
of the meadow is usually drinkable 
(fewer cows and people) as is that from 
the small feeder streams. The main part 
of the river through the meadow has 
dozens of spots suitable for swimming 
and some secluded sand bars for more 
social activities. If you indulge in the 
latter, however, keep an eye out for 
peeping fisherfolk | and  low-flying 
airplanes. 

Flying is more fun on two wheels, so 
bere are three recommended loop trips, 
in order of difficulty: 

A nice starter trip, especially if your 
group has a novice rider or two or one 
with no woods experience, is to start at 
Fish Creek and go north along trail 
35E13, past Jackass Meadows to 
intersect with 35E06 just below Jackass 
Peak. Turn left here and follow 35E06 
west until it meets the asphalt road. 
Turn left again and follow the road six 
miles back to Fish Creek. Round trip, 
about 14 miles. Travel time, less than 
one hour, depending on how much sight 
seeing you do along the way. The only 
problem might be the road portion. If 
you have any obviously under 16 riders, 
the rangers may stop you since they are 
supposed to observe the USFS rules, 
(one of which requires all motor vehicle 
operators to be licensed). In general, 
however, their policy is minimum 
hassle. If you're cool, they're cool. 

Another fun loop, somewhat longer 
(28 miles) and a little more difficult, 
again starts at Fish Creek and follows 
the road to a point just north’ of Beach 
Meadows where you pick up trail 
34E01. The next three miles are mostly 
gradual upslope, and should be 
navigable by trail bikes, but the rider 
should have some riding experience. 
(The parallel trail, 34E02, is a bit 
tougher). Picking up 34E21, the next 
two miles includes some tricky, rocky 
downhills leading into Casa Vieja 
Meadows. This trail, like all of them up 
here, can be ridden in either direction, 
but coming up (ie, north to south) this 
particular section is too much like some 
enduro bottleneck sections, ie, best 
avoided. (Unless you're a masochistic, 
gung-ho trials rider... Ed.) 

Every foot of trail up here is packed 
with scenic and natural wonders, so 
you'll probably be riding slow and doing 
lots of oohing and aahing. However, 
don't forget to program some time for 
gawking when you get to Casa Vieja 
Meadows. Next to Beach, this is one of 
the more beautiful meadows on the 
Kern Plateau. In a gentle bowl of 
fragrant grasses and flowers, surrounded 
by  smoky blue mountains, and 
serenaded by sweet streams and myriad 
small creatures, it's easy to understand 
why some have referred to such 
meadows as the “Jewels of the Sierras.” 
Stop and live a little. You may want to 
talk to the ranger that lives here during 
the summer. You can’t miss his place, 
the trail north runs within 50 feet of his 
cabin. 

When you can tear yourself away, I 
suggest you try the “jeep” road leading 
towards Monache. It'll convince you 
that four-wheelers are crazier than 
bikers. (And more lethal... Ed.) As 
you approach Monache you’ll go 
through Bakeoven Meadows and over a 
sand dune so big, it looks like a soft 
mountain. Monache, as mentioned 
earlier, is a giant playground — so play a 
little — carefully. Leaving Monache, stay 
on the jeep road through Bull Meadow 
until you reach 35E02, then follow that 
trail until you pick up 35E06. From 
here you can go either way on the first 
loop described above. 

I've saved the best, my favorite, trip 
for last. This is no ride for beginners; I'd 
recommend having several enduros 
under your kidney belt before tackling 
this one. Again, you can ride either way 
but, if you start at Beach Meadows, 
counter clockwise is the  casiest 
direction. Two warnings: 1. There is no 
way out of the Kern Canyon except by 
the trail you're on — so don't break! 
2. This is an all-day trip, so bring some 
food. You'll find all the water you need. 
A small day-tripper style backpack is a 
good way to go. 

We begin as in loop two above. 
Taking the trail north from Beach brings 
us to Casa Vieja Meadows and a possible 
dilemma. The short, scenic and tough

34E19 down Nine-Mile Canyon may be 
temporarily closed to allow the trail to 
recover. (But then, if you had stopped 
at Black Rock Station on your way in, 
you'd know that, wouldn't you?) If it is 
closed your only recourse is 34E17 
north and 34E18 back south to Jordan 
Hot Springs. Note that this adds at least 
seven miles to a trip already 42 miles 
long. Your bike should be able to go at 
least 50 miles under the worst 
conditions to attempt this trail. 
Assuming that 34E19 is open, we 
clunk down two miles of rock stairs and 
small, dry water falls until we reach 


Jordan Hot Springs. This is one of those 


sections which makes going in the other 
direction such a bum trip. Jordan Hot 
Springs are neat! They are warm, not 
hot, and don’t stink of hydrogen 
sulfide. Somewhere between here and 
Soda Flat, you'll pass the remains of a 
light plane that crashed here many years 
ago. Flying is more fun on two wheels. 

Just past Soda Flats, you'll pick up 
33E20, your companion for the next six 
miles. Also, for four of those miles, 
you'll travel with the mighty Kern itself. 
It's an impressive river along here. Deep 
and fast, with many rapids, it has a 
sub-sonic aura that clearly says 
"power." It is not crossable except by a

footbridge just north of Kern Flat. Note 
that the trails on the west side of the 
river do not close with those from 
further west. Don't get caught with 
your deadend showing. 

From here to Beach Meadow are 
many miles of beautifully scenic trail, 
replete with really challenging 
switchbacks, a few logs to lift your 
bikes over, and dozens of watercrossings 
from one to 20 inches deep. Some of 
the latter are sneaky. One of them 
almost claimed my Alpina. After the 
initial battle, I was up to my waist in 
water and the Alpina had disappeared — 
except for the left handgrip — which I 
gripped frantically while clutching a 
rock with my free hand to keep from 
losing completely to the current. After 
my buddies dragged us both out, the 
next half hour was spent wringing 
leathers, pumping out  crankcases, 
drying the carburetor and swearing 
colorfully. A fresh plug got me going 
easily, but those boots and leathers now 
weighed at least 600 pounds. All this, 
incidentally, was in a dry year. You'd 
need the hand of Moses in a wet year. 

The Sequoia National Forest cannot 
be beaten for recreation and trail riding 
high adventure. The USFS personnel are 
friendly, helpful, and directly reflect the 


courtesy that you show them. See you 
e.

amateur riders are kind of crazy. They 
think they are going to win the race in 
the first corner. I never won one in the 
first turn even though it helps a lot to 
be there first. 

When you are in a race where the 
riders crash a lot due to.inexperience 
and enthusiasm you don't want to be 
mixed up in that first-turn crash. Get on 
the outside and then no matter what 
happens you have a place to ride and 
you can go on around and continue 
racing. If you get mixed up in a crash — 
even if you restart — it takes a lot of 
track to make up for the lost time. 

Here's another thing to think about. 
Suppose you decide you are not going 
to risk going inside on the first turn and 
getting trapped or involved in a big 
crash. But you don't want to go 'way 

' outside because it looks like a long way 
around. 

Maybe staying near the middle of the 
track all the way is a good compromise. 
The first thing wrong with that point of 
view is that nearly all the other riders 
are right there in the middle. Some are 
fighting for the inside line, some are 
going wide, but the majority will be 
trying to ride through in the middle. 
That tells you the answer right there. 

Don't do that. In other words, don’t 

| follow. 
The race begins at the start 

The race doesn't begin down there 
after everybody is through the first 
turn. Even if it did, how would you like 
to be number 30 coming around the 
turn? The race starts right when the flag 
drops but many riders don't really get 
racing until later. 

Some riders get so tensed up about 
the crowd in the first turn that they 
unconsciously hold back so they don’t 
have to be in the thick of it. If you’ve 

| been doing that and feeling a little 
embarrassed about it, now you know! 
None of the good riders want to be in 
the middle of that crowd either. They 
make the same choice you do. If they 
can get there first, that's best. If not, 
they go wide. If you have been hanging 
back don't do that anymore. Gas it and 
go around the pack. 

There's another group of guys who 
don't believe the race starts at the line. I 
don't know why. They will do 15 or 20 
hot laps around the race track in 
practice but they will never come in to 

| the starting area and make some starts. 
It may be they have the same problem. 
| They intend to be last through the turn 
| and then hope to make it all up on the 
track. Not many people can succeed at 
that. 








Motocross is won in the turns 

Now you have made your start and 
gone through the first turn. You are out 
on the straight. Some riders are in front 
of you and some are behind you. What 
are you thinking? Pass somebody! 

That's great if you can do it but it is 
not as important as many riders think. 
Motocross is not won on the straights. 
Competitive bikes and riders are so close 
to each other in performance on the 
straight that if you do pass somebody 
you are just picking off cripples. If 
somebody passes you — well, that’s the 
way it is. 

If you can pick off somebody, 
naturally you will do it. But bikes 
usually arrive at one corner in about the 
same order as they left the previous 
corner. 

Motocross is won in the turns. To be 
more exact, motocross is won in braking 
for a turn, getting through the turn, and 
accelerating out of it. That’s the corner 
and maybe 50 feet each side of it. 

After the first turn your next real 
chance to pass somebody is to outbrake 
him at the end of the first straight. 

Now you are racing. You have your 
number one objective firmly in mind: 
Go wide-open as much of the time as 
possible. Do everything else for as short 
a time as possible. You know some ways 
to do this because you walked the track 
— studied it for lines and ruts and holes 
— and then you practiced. 

Can you do it out there just the way 
you practiced it? No, you can't. Because 
there are a bunch of other racers on the 
track too and they've got some ideas 
also. 

You are on your own now. Nobody 
can tell you what to do. A lot of it 
depends on the track, the other riders, 
and what they do. I can show you some 
examples and give you some ideas. 
That's what most of the pictures in this 
section are intended to do. You can get 
some good ideas from watching races 
and seeing how the quick riders get 
around the track and through traffic. 
But finally it's all up to you. To get 
around the guy in front you have to ride 
a little better and sometimes you have 
to think a little better. 

How do you know you 
are faster? 

When you have overtaken somebody 
you know you are going faster than he 
is. It's that simple. 

It's good to watch races when you are 
not riding. You will see some things that 
make you think. Watch a couple of 
riders in the back of the field. The guy 
in the red jersey pulls up right behind 
the guy in the green. They go around 
that way until the last lap. Then the 
rider behind gets desperate and pulls out 
of the-groove somewhere and goes by. 
Then he just flies and crosses the finish 
line three or four seconds ahead of the 
other rider. But he still finished near the

imagine two dozen guys there. If you can still grab the best line in traffic, you're a racer. 


last place because he let the other rider 
hold him back for nearly the entire race. 

Sometimes you will see an 
experienced racer fall down early in the 
race and get passed by everybody. He 
takes off and starts catching people. As 
soon as he catches somebody he passes. 
He passes immediately. Watch him on 
the track and he is passing somebody in 
nearly every corner. At the end he will 
be somewhere near the front. 

One rider races all the time. The 
other races only on the last lap. 


What makes a win? 

In a hotly-contested race the winner 
will be ahead of second-place by only a 
few seconds — maybe only three. 
Sometimes it looks like he is a long 
distance ahead if there is a big finishing 
straight because the bikes are going fast. 

Let's do some simple arithmetic. 
Suppose it's a 20-minute moto and the 
bikes run ten miles. The average speed 
of the winner was exactly 30 miles per 
hour. The average speed of number two 
was slower. He only went 29.925 miles 
per hour. If they raced that way for a 
whole hour, the leader would be ahead 
by 400 feet. 

To get a win you have to build up 
your lead in small fractions of a second 
here — a tenth there. If you are lucky or 
the other rider isn't, you can sometimes 
get a whole half-second. 


Passing 

Let's say you have slowly caught up 
with another rider about as good as you. 
You know you are a tiny bit faster 
because you did catch up with him. It's 
really difficult to get by somebody who 
is riding as fast as you are or nearly as 
fast. 

Putting on some pressure is a 
legitimate strategy and sometimes the 
only way you can get around this guy is 
to cause him to bobble — or at least be 
there and waiting when he does. So go 
to it. Put on the pressure. Make him 








know you are there and you are pushing 
on him all the time. 

Where are you going to ride while 
you are doing this? You know you’re 
not going to follow or get in his groove. 
Even if your front wheel is 10 feet 
behind his back wheel, you should ride 
to one side. Even if you don’t see any 
way to get around him, stay about 18 
inches off to the side and you will find 
an opportunity somewhere. If you are 
out at his side, any bobble or problem 
he has puts you right even with him and 
then past him. If he misses a gear or lets 
his rear tire slide out or slows for any 
reason, you’re gone. 

As long as you follow them through 
the corners you’re gonna follow ’em to 
the checkered flag. 

Do you think I’ve said that too 
much? Do you think everybody should 
know such a simple thing? Remember 
the guy who got desperate in the last lap 
and finally passed the rider he had been 
following for the entire race? What did 
he learn from that little experience? 
Don’t follow, right? 

He forgot it before the next heat 
came up, went out there and rode the 
next race exactly the same way. Can 
you believe that? You know it’s true. Is 
it true for you? 

Are you going to win? 

Winning is a mysterious thing. 
Nobody knows all there is to know 
about it. Sometimes the guy who is 
supposed to win doesn’t and the guy 
who didn’t have a chance comes in first. 

It isn’t all equipment and ability and 
desire. Those things are important but 
there's something else or maybe some 
unique combination of those things that 
works on a particular day. 

If you learn to ride properly and if 
you are willing to ride hard and do most 
of it properly, then you are going to do 
a good job of racing. Winning is up to 
you and whatever that other ingredient

E.C. correct me if I’m wrong; but 
couldn’t a person who owned a 250 
Y.Z. Yamaha (with chrome bore) get an 
enduro or MX cylinder and have it 
ported to Y.Z. specs then they wouldn't 
have to buy a whole new cylinder once 
it seized, sucked in dirt, or just wore 
out. Just over bore it.

Right on. But new cylinders and 
porting are costly, so why not run your 
Y.Z. till you do wear it out then 
resleeve it with a Y.Z. sleeve of cast 
iron, then if you have another problem 
you can rebore the new cast iron sleeve; 
also your pipe would have to be 
modified to fit the enduro or MX 
cylinder because the exhaust flange on 
the Y.Z. cylinder is of a different style. 


Circumcized and oiled 


I own a ’72 AT2 Yamaha MX and 
was wondering if cutting five inches off 
a 7.5 inch stinger would get me more 
low end without losing much on top? I 
usually run Full Bore 50 S.A.E. racing 
oil; but I didn't have enough money for 
some so I got Bardahl motorcycle 1 
and my bike runs good. Will it hurt it?

Cutting off your stinger won't help 
your problem; but I have a Reed cage 
made by Noguchi that will cure the 
problem. 

Nothing wrong with Bardahl. Use it if 
you like it. It won't hurt your engine, 
makes a little carbon and you will have 
to de-carbon more often, is all.

There is no rule of thumb that I 
know of. Each tuner and engine that is 
built can use anywhere from a 16 to 
44mm carb. What I use is: 

26 to 28mm Bings on 80cc engines 
30mm Bings on 100cc to 125cc engines 
36 to 38mm Bings for engines from 
250cc to 450cc. 

Why a Bing? They’re easier to tune 
and develop more horsepower for me. 

Jetting for altitude, that’s a good one.

Rule of thumb would be the higher the‏ 
altitude the more compression you can‏ 
use and most of the time you will need‏ 
larger main jets not smaller. Why?‏ 
Because the air is lighter and that being‏ 
the case since the air is what pulls the‏ 
gas up the main jet it needs a bigger hole‏ 
to get the right mixture of gas and air‏ 
m.‏ 
For years I have used a special‏ 
texture of diamond grinding in the‏ 
transfers and some intake tracts, but‏ 
now I have come up with a special‏ 
process of glass beading that I use, in‏ 
these ports. Sorry the kind I use is a‏ 

trade secret. 

Dr. Gordon Blair has not written a 
book that I know of. (Ed. note: He has 
written a couple of SAE technical 
papers.) Gordon Jennings has a good 
one called Two Stroke Tuners Hand 
Book, and Carl Shipman’s Motorcycle 
Tuning for Performance: These books 
can be bought at your local dealer. 

The Cycle News Chamber test was 
run over three years ago I think and 
would be almost impossible to get now. 

What is a Q.U.B.? It's an English 
Greeves 380 that was designed by Dr. 
Blair and the staff at the Queens 
University of Belfast. All the new 
Greeves are now called Q.U.B.s that are 
racers. 





press-fixed center and I have seen these 
centers tum in the outer part of the 
flywheel. The first Zundapp 125 engines 
had the same flywheel and this 
happened on them once in awhile. In a 
short time  Zundapp riveted their 
flywheels to keep this from happening. 

Now the teason that I think the 
center is turned is because you state 
(1) when you kick the engine over slow 
you get spark. (2) Kick it over fast, no 
spark. Now let's look at this problem 
from this direction. Your flywheel has 
two magnets that are riveted to the 
flywheel housing. Any magnet has two 
poles, North on one end and South on 
the other. When these two poles, N and 
S pass over the primary coil, it creates 
energy in the form of electricity. In a 
magneto the spark is stored up 'til the 
lobe of the flywheel breaks the contact 
of the points. Now if the center is 
turned in the outer housing, this is what 
could be happening: 

(1) If the center is turned a little and 
you kick it over slow it will generate 
enough electricity to make the spark 
plug spark. 

(2) Kick it over fast and the points 
don't stay closed long enough at the 
proper time that the N and S poles 
travel past the primary coil so that it 
can store enough electrical energy in the 
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Rickman MK 2 fairing

I have a DKW with the “A” engine. 
When I put the plug on the head to test 
it for spark it looks good when I kick it 
over slow. When I kick it fast it doesn't 
spark at all. The points, primary coil 
and coil are all good. The flywheel is off 
another DKW ignition but looks alike 
and has the same number “402” 
stamped on it. Please help.

First thing first, where did your 
flywheel go? Next you say that the 
flywheel you have came off a DKW 
ignition. Maybe it didn’t. Could be a 
Zundapp flywheel (they look alike and 
may even have this same number on 
them but won’t interchange). 

The only thing I can come up with in 
my mind is that the magnets of the 
flywheel are out of phase with the 
primary coil. 

The center part of a Bosch old style 
flywheel (the ones that were used on 
the first Sachs then later on the DKWs 
that didn't have a Moto-plat) was a 








condenser to fire the plug. Cure for the 
problem, replace the flywheel with a 
new one and spot heli-arc weld the 
center to the outside of the flywheel 
housing so it can’t slip in the center 
again. 


Point, match and set 


(1) I have been playing around with 
different length inlet tracts and I was 
wondering if there is any formula for 
determining length for any given R.P.M. 
power peak. 

(2) Also I have found it difficult to 
keep things matched real well and was 
wondering if there is some sort of putty 
or filler material on the market that 
would be suitable for filling in the 
mismatched areas. 

(3) After reading some 
advertisements for shocks a question 
arose in my mind. They say when 
moving shocks forward you should keep 
rear wheel travel one inch less then the 
front. Why? 

(4) And finally I have always heard a 
bike will handle better with the 
swingarm parallel to the ground. Is this 








because it keeps a low C.G. or is there 
another reason?

(1) Doug, to my knowledge there is 
no set formula for determining length of 
intake tracts. From my own experience 
on the dyno, the shorter tract 1 
develop more horsepower above 7,000 
R.P.M. Whereas a longer intake tract 
would be better for fuel economy, 
smoother low-end operation and torque. 
But why fight it? Install a reed valve and 
you have apple pie with ice cream on it. 

(2) The most fool-proof method here 
is heli-arc welding and a hand grinder on 
alloy cylinders and low-heat silver solder 
on cast iron cylinders. 

(3) The main reason for more travel 
up front is, you don't want to bottom 
out the forks first. If you did it would 
probably be endo time. 

(4) Yes, the main reason for a level 
swingarm position is your center of 
gravity. Also, your chain and sprocket 
wear is minimized. 


Zoon! dap-dap-dap 


I happen to own a 1972 Rickman 
Zundapp and I was wondering if a larger 
carb and a different pipe would help? 

Would a 30mm Bing carb clamp to 
the original intake manifold or would it 
have to be modified ?

The doctor does prescribe a 30mm 
Bing and pipe or pipe modification 
which is good for a 30% increase in 
horsepower. 

Factors that create horsepower 
include how much air and gas mixture 
we can get into the engine and how and 
when we pull the exhaust out. 

(1) Stock air filter is too small and 
should be replaced with a late model 
1974 Rickman MX air filter. 

(2) Use a 30mm Bing with 51-595 
atomizer, 273 or 276 needle jet, 25 to 
35 pilot jet and 135=140 main jet. Air 
screw, one quarter to one-half turn out. 
You'll need a carburetion bushing to fit 
the Zundapp manifold; we have them in 
stock because we make them. 

(3) If. you're a desert rider I 
reommend that you use a '74 Rickman 
high pipe with a pipe modification done 
to it. Since you are in California, 
Precision Cycle in Lawndale or Flying 
Machine Factory in Harbor City can 
handle this for you. The high pipe will 
prevent rock rash. For MX or TT a low 
pipe would work well and would 
produce more horsepower than the high 


pipe. 


All the heat that fits 


Why should I use ethyl gas in my 
BSA MX and DKW MX (a couple of 
winners I know). But why not unleaded 
or regular?

Gasoline, in a 54-dollar word, means 
"A refined petroleum, a volatile liquid 
hydro-carbon, highly flammable and 
when vaporized and mixed with air, 
explosive" says Mr. Webster. 

Gasoline like unleaded, regular or 
ethyl gets its octane rating due mainly 
from the amount of lead that it has in 
it The higher the octane rating the 
slower and more even that it burns. The 
lower the octane the faster it will burn. 

Since most motorcycle engines rely 
on air passing over the head and 
cylinder to keep from over-heating, we 
don't want to create any more heat than 
possible. (You gotta read that 
twice... Ed.) 

Regular gas with its fast and uneven 
burn will generate more heat. 

Now this question opens up another 
question that I get. Which is, how about 
Aviation fuel in my bike? All I can say 
to this is don’t use it. The octane rating 
is higher than ethyl; but it also has 
de-icer and other additives that are not 
good for your engine. Some riders that 
I’ve talked to felt that they have better 
horsepower with aviation fuel. Ive 
found it not so. Moral of the story, use 
ethyl. In the long run it will pay off. e 








Dawson does it

manage to find a few sandwashes 
that had been cleaned out by the 
first winter rains, and those were 
liked by everyone. Once the 


course got up towards Cuddeback, 
however, the Buzzards used quite a lot 
of last week's trail. I heard a few 
complaints about bad markings out on 
the back side of the course. However, 
out of the 467 riders entered, almost

Mike Anderson was the first Novice 
to the bomb on his Bultaco. Tom Kelly, 
who has been dominating the 125 
Novice class, was running second, with 
Tom McGurk running third. 

Out on the first loop, quite a few 
changes took place. Tom Brooks quit 
somewhere past the bomb for an 
unknown reason. (I heard it was because 
he got too cold.) Duane Carter made the 
first loop in 58 minutes and led the 
pack through the pits on his Yamaha. 
Running second through the pits was 
Dan Dawson, on his way to his first 
overall win. Benny Padilla was the third 
one through, and second 250 Expert. 
Bill Friant was the first 175 Expert at 
sixth overall. First Amateur was John 
Taylor with Larry Roeseler and Bob 
Rutten behind him and no more than 
10 yards apart in the race for first Trail 
Expert. 

Mark Harris, who was running about 
15th at the bomb, worked his way up to 
first Novice, then spent 10 minutes in 
the Four Aces pits, trying to fix a 
sheared swingarm bolt.

Warren was fourth with Mike Anderson
